What Is Antifa Forum 
And Why? 


Antifa Forum is an info-group which collects and disseminates 
information and analysis on fascist activity. Our emphasis highlights 
the resistance to this activity and influence. Naturally, the aim is to 
build anti-fascist politics into our assessment of the ground-level 
situation across North America,-particularly in relation to our own 
stomping grounds which have long been an organizational centre for 
the fascists in Canada. Upon reading the bulk of “anti-fascist” informa- 
tion literature currently available in North America, one gets the 
impression that the fascists are unstoppable. This is ridiculous. The 
limited success of the extreme right merely represents the potential 
for radical influence to take hold and thrive under certain conditions 
of political and economic strife. The building of real resistance and 
working towards influencing proper left-wing alternatives to the 
false solutions of the extreme right are part of what we see stemming 
from this basic level of education and spread of ideas. 

We don’t believe that setting up talking-shops replaces actions. 
Fascist organizers in North America, currently voicing themselves 
through well-funded propaganda outlets such as the Resistance 
Records project, have made considerable attempts to move their 
operations into the mainstream throughout the past couple of years. 
In doing so, they have decided against publicly offering themselves 
up as potential targets for anti-fascists during the present time. 
Increasingly, we are seeing these moves on their behalf to shirk f 
confrontations today in order to properly build the youth-based 
support they'll need for the inevitable clashes of tomorrow. During 
this phase, anti-racists and anti-fascists should be actively building 
their own strategies and political influence to counter the influence 
of right-wing propaganda on all levels. 


Building A Network Of Supporters... 

At the current stage, we are building on our existing resources 
and contacts to widen our scope of influence and effectively network 
with a number of grassroots organizations who conduct the same 
level of work. In Canada, we work alongside the Vancouver-based 
Anti-Fascist info as well as some independent anti-fascists further to 
the east of us. We are also developing contacts south of the border 
into the U.S. and across the way into Britain and Europe. Our efforts 
are published in the form of the written word and ever-increasingly 
over the Internet. In particular we have a working relationship with 
the Antifa Info-Bulletin (AFIB), an information service active on the 
Internet. 


..And Ending The Isolation Of Militants 

The prime aim in setting up this project is to create a forum by 
which to bridge the gap between various anti-fascist militants and 
their groupings and end the isolation which currently exists, particu- 
larly in Canada.

Why Antifa Info-Bulletin? 


Antifa Info-Bulletin is an E-zine for researchers and activists 
fighting to stop the far-right and their corporate benefactors dead in 
their tracks. Our purpose is not simply to document the crimes 
perpetrated by a burgeoning fascist movement across North America, 
but to analyze the re-emergence of the racist right within the wider 
context of global capitalism and imperialism as it exists today. 

Unlike those who portray reactionaries as “outsiders” beyond 
the pale of the “pluralistmainstream,” our purpose isto document and 
expose the continuities existing among far-rightists, corporate and 
state elites: the ruling class and their armed fist, the military and 
police. 

Fascism and its twin, clerical reaction, neither emerge from a 
void nor are they unconnected to dominant trends within the wider 
capitalist superstructure. For North Americans, the predominant 
expression of an emergent fascist movement, is racism and white 
supremacy. But it isn’t the fascists alone who are responsible for 
stoking the flames of race war or genocidal moves towards “ethnic 
cleansing” and a white monoculture of shopping malls, suburban 
enclaves, and police state surveillance. 

Asthe capitalist crisis deepens, dominant elites are extending the 
“Third World model” into the imperialist metropole itself. Attacks 
upon our standard of living, union busting, racist pogroms against 
immigrants, organized misogyny and homophobia, violent anti- 
Semitism and anti-Black racism are exploited by the ruling class as 
“wedge issues.” The re-emergence of fascism within a score of 
European and North American countries can only be contextualized 
within the terminal crisis of bourgeois civilization itself. 

Failure to comprehend the contradictory nature of fascism - it’s 
simultaneous character as an oppositional movement and violent 
prop for bourgeois society - inevitably leads to the failure by leftist 
forces to challenge and combat institutional racism, sexism, classism, 
homophobia, etc. 

Antifa Info-Bulletin isnot intended to serve merely asa catalogue 
of fascist horrors. Our purpose is to function as an information 
network that will inform the emerging antifascist movement so that 
a consistent, unrelenting, and principled extra-parliamentary oppo- 
sition to capitalism and its pit-bulls - the fascists and clerical reaction- 
aries - ultimately can emerge, so that the entire system of oppression 
and terror will be challenged and smashed!

Security And International Fascist Networks

because the concept is fuzzy it can be used against anybody advocating 
policies that threaten property interests or support accommodation with 
Communist states or radicalism. It therefore belps fragment the left and 
labor movements and serves as a political-control mechanism. If the 
triumpb of communism is the worst imaginable result, the support of 
fascism abroad ts justified as a lesser evil.

Introduction 

Recent allegations of anti-Semitism and racism levelled against Larry 
Pratt, a national co-chairman of the Buchanan for President campaign 
committee, is an intriguing example of media obfuscation and “truth” on 
the half-shell. That Pratt addressed the 1992 “Christian Men’s Meeting”, 
organized by notorious Christian Identity racist, Pete Peters, is an estab- 
lished fact. That Pratt shared the platform with Aryan Nations fubrer, 
Richard Butler and “former” Klan “Grand Dragon”, Louis Beam, the neo- 
Nazi architect of “leaderless resistance”, is incontestable. That he gave a 
speech at the 1993 Jubilation Conference in Sacramento, California, an 
annual gathering of far-rightists’ sponsored by the anti-Semitic publisher 
of Jubilee, the flagship tabloid of the Christian Identity movement, is true 
and has been accurately reported by the bourgeois press. 

What should be of equal concern to the media is information about 
Mr. Pratt which is far more damaging - his close collaboration over a 20 
year period with an international network of war criminals, neo-Nazi 
terrorists, and the organizers of Asian, European and Latin American 
death squads. But because such activities advanced the geopolitical and 
military goals of the United States, Pratt’s actual record is passed over in 
silence, a facet of media self-censorship that has been well-documented 
elsewhere. (1) 

At the outset of this report I will emphasize, Pratt is a reactionary 
whose political orientation can aptly be described as clerical-fascist. On 
numerous occasions, he has expressed disdainfor democracy and the 
economic, political and social rights of the oppressed. His ideological and 
personal links to the theocratic wing of the Christian Right, the anti- 
abortion movement and “Patriot” militias, though of interest, will be 
explored in another report currently in preparation. 

This edition of AFIB however, will explore at some length, the 
dimensions of Larry Pratt’s ties to the national security state. I will 
demonstrate that Pratt, Buchanan and a host of other “respectable 
conservatives”, far from being “outsiders” or “populists” are active agents 
and apologists for the global crimes of U.S. imperialism. 


The Council For Inter-American Security: 
Intellectuals In The Service of Global Terror 

The Council for Inter-American Security (CIS) is a rightist outfit that 
played a pivotal role formulating Washington's program for counter- 
revolutionary war and mass murder in Central America during the 1980s. 
Larry Pratt, was a central figure within the CIS hierarchy as was Patrick 
Buchanan; Pratt was secretary to the group while Buchanan functioned 
as an organizational director (see Appendix for complete list of board 
members and principle players). 


But CIS was more than a New Right think-tank researching and 
formulating foreign policy for the Reagan administration. The group 
functioned in a dual-capacity; as an alarmist “public policy institute” and 
as a domestic spy ring, a “privatized” version of the FBI’s infamous 
COINTELPRO operations. Having staked-out Latin America as their 
geopolitical niche, CIS targeted Central America solidarity activists, 
progressive clergy, and the Salvadoran exile community. The group 
gathered intelligence and disseminated disinformation, funneling data 
on foreign policy opponents to the FBI and the intelligence service of the 
Salvadoran death squad state. 

The domestic side to illegal CLA-Contra operations were aided by a 
broad spectrum of domestic and international reactionaries. Many of the 
state-sanctioned criminals who sought to subvert democratic processes 
in the U.S. and overseas were connected to a network which included, 
among others: the John Birch Society QBS); the World Anti-Communist 
League (WACL); Christian fundamentalist and Catholic theocrats; anti- 
Castro terrorists grouped in Alpha 66/Brigade 2506; the LaRouche 
organization and the Unification Movement of South Korean fascist, Rev. 
Sun Myung Moon. (2) 

While such groups operated secretly, they did so with the knowl- 
edge, financial backing and encouragement of powerful American cor- 
porate and political interests. According to journalist Ross Gelbspan: 


A...private group which flourished during the Reagan era was the 
Washington-based Council for Inter-American Security. The group 
disseminated reams of material during the 1980s purporting to prove 
linkages between a Soviet-inspired global terror network and liberal and 
left-wing American groups opposed to US foreignpolicies. CIS also 
expended considerable effort to improve the public image ofthe reputed 
Salvadoran death squad leader Roberto D’Aubuisson. When the FBI's 
CISPES files were pried open in 1988 by a lawsuit brought by the Center 
for Constitutional Rights they were found to contain several reports 
written by J. Michael Waller, a researcher whose work bas been 
sponsored by the nongovernmental Council for Inter-American Secu- 
rity. But Waller's work to connect American political dissenters to an 
international communist-terrorist plot was part of a public-private 
partnership. G) 


By 1984, FBI “active measures” against CISPES and the Sanctuary 
Movement were in full-swing. Fifteen Bureau field offices, dozens of 
agents and hundreds of “private” right-wing intelligence “assets” were 
involved in these illegal operations. More than 200 incidents of harass- 
ment and intimidation against activists were documented. Many inci- 
dents involved church and office break-ins, theft of files and the infiltra- 
tion of local CISPES chapters by Bureau informants. Peaceful public 
rallies and demonstrations were disrupted by goons affiliated with Rev. 
Moon’s Collegiate Association for the Research of Principles (CARP). 

One case that had particularly ominous implications was that of 
Yanira Corea, a 24 year old Salvadoran exile active in the Los Angeles 
CISPES chapter. In June 1987, the young woman was kidnapped, 
sexually assaulted, tortured and threatened with death ifher “subversive” 
activities didn’t stop. Corea’s brother was a union activist in El Salvador. 
Prior to her abduction she received a threatening letter containing dried 
flower petals a photo ofher three year old son and the notation - “Flowers 
in the desert die”, a traditional warning of the death squads. (4) 

Though Bureau informants could not produce a shred of evidence 
linking these groups to “terrorism”, the FBI actually increased the level 
of their attacks. According to the logic of Bureau red hunters, the lack of 
criminal activity in and of itself was demonstrable evidence of a broad 
“conspiracy” hatched by shrewd agents linked to the KGB. This was an 


illusion that the Council for Inter-American Security helped to create. 

Throughout the period, the FBI were fed reports alleging that 
CISPES was a “terrorist” organization. Waller, a research director and 
editor of the CIS journal, West Watch, wrote a text with the fanciful title, 
“CISPES: A Terrorist Propaganda Network”, that was given wide play by 
the media. (5) However, because Mr. Waller’s services produced the 
desired propaganda effect intended by his handlers, he secured several 
generous grants from the State Department’s Latin American Office of 
Public Diplomacy (OPD). (6) Recent American history is replete with 
examples of the profitability of lying in order to advance State interests, 
Elliot Abrams and Oliver North are but the tip of the iceberg in this regard. 

Prior to Reagan’s 1980 election, CIS was the principle organization 
leading the charge for an “activist” foreign policy to “defeat communism” 
in Central America. In 1980, they published the influential, A New Inter- 
American Policy for the Eigbties generally known as the “Santa Fe 
Document”. 

Lewis Tambs, “Sante Fe’s” principle editor, would be appointed by 
Reagan as ambassador, first to Columbia and then to Costa Rica, the 
launching pad for Contra attacks into Nicaragua along the “Southern 
front”. (7) Other Committee of Sante Fe members included Roger 
Fontaine, a National Security Council (NSC) adviser on Latin American 
affairs; retired Lt. General Gordon Sumner, who became a special 
assistant to the Secretary of State for Latin American affairs; and Lynn 
Francis Bouchey, an active organizer for the Unification Church’s CAUSA 
operations in Central and South America. (8) 

Bouchey, the co-author of The Strategy of TerrorCwritten with Stefan 
Possony), was a former member of the Young Americans for Freedom 
employed by the American-Chilean Council, a front for the murderous 
Pinochet regime. (9) Possony, a Senior Fellow at the Hoover Institute, 
long-time WACL operative and board member of Lyndon LaRouche’s, 
Fusion Energy Foundation, was a founding member of the Council, as 
was Dr. Anthony Bouscaren, a right-wing operative who had worked for 
the racist Pioneer Fund (see below). (10) 

The Committee of Sante Fe alleged among other things, that the U.S. 
“must seize the initiative or perish. World War III is almost over”. CIS 
viewed the Soviet Union as an “aggressor” that was “strangling the 
Western industrialized nations”. (11) 

Central America was described as “the soft underbelly of the United 
States”. The authors called for the “restoration” of the Monroe Doctrine 
as the linchpin of U.S. regional strategy. In other words, the United States 
was free to pursue its regional interests unhindered. Bluntly, this meant 
that the internal politics of the Central American states were subject to 
“review” by the U.S.: “correctives” - dictated from Washington - would be 
applied as needed. 

As a practical necessity, such “correctives” included the destruction 
of the Cuban, Grenadian and Nicaraguan Revolutions and the mainte- 
nance of “the fundamental order of things” in Guatemala, Honduras and 
El Salvador. The Committee wrote: 


America ts everywhere in retreat. The impending loss of the 
petroleum of the Middle East and potential interdiction of sea routes 
spanning the Indian Ocean, along with the Soviet satellization of the 
mineral zone of Southern Africa, foreshadow the Findlandization of 
Western Europe and the alienation of Japan. 

Even the Caribbean, America’s maritime crossroad and petroleum 
refining center is becoming a Marxist-Leninist lake. Never before bas the 
Republic been in such jeopardy from its exposed southern flank. Never 
before bas American foreign policy abused, abandoned and betrayed 
its allies to the south in Latin America. 

_.dt istime to sound a clarion call for freedom, dignity and national 
self-interest which will echo the spirit of the American people. Either a 
Pax Sovtetica or a world-wide counter-projection of American power 
is in the offing. The bour of decision can no longer be postponed. (12) 


Though the authors freely employed alarmist rhetoric with little 
regard to the actual history of U.S. regional domination, “Sante Fe” was 
not the production of marginal right-wing “kooks” obsessed by the “red 
menace”. According to the Interhemispheric Resource Center, 


In the early years of the Reagan administration, the organization 
was one of the more influential think tanks of the New Right, providing 
both policy and policymakers to the new administration. In the heyday 
of its influence, one observer noted, top officials of CIS “shuttle(d) to and 
from key policy-making and advisory roles in the administration...” 
Among those tapped for administration positions were Patrick Buchanan, 
who became President Reagan's communications director... (13) 


Today, Buchanan markets himself as an “outsider” standing up for 
the “workin’ man”, against a godless, secular humanist cabal of multina- 
tional corporations, abortionists, feminists, homosexuals, immigrants 
and socialistic “one-worlders” intent on imposing a New World Order on 
the American people. His project has been assisted by the media who 
have tossed his actual record down the Orwellian memory-hole. 

Asnoted above, CIS was engaged in a covert war against U.S. leftists, 
progressive clergy and the Salvadoran exile community, channeling 
information gleaned by its operatives, to the FBI and the Salvadoran 
national security apparatus. This too, has a long history in the United 
States. (14) 

Col. Samuel Dickens, a former intelligence officer and CIS board 
member, was the executive director for inter-hemispheric affairs for the 
American Security Council (ASC), an outfit founded by ex-FBI agents. 
ASC was an instrumental group which targeted leftists during the 1950s, 
the period of the McCarthyite witch-hunts. Founded in 1955, ASC funding 
has been provided by Motorola, Lockheed, Boeing and General Dynam- 
ics, among others. (15) The information they collected, much of it bogus, 
was then sold to ASC’s dues-paying corporate members. At the height of 
their domestic operations ASC red hunters, including the sinister Roy 
Cohn, Senator McCarthy’s chief inquisitor, were gathering the names of 
alleged “subversives” at the staggering rate of 20,000 per month. (16) One 
analyst has said that the ASC is “not just the representative of the military- 
industrial complex, it is the personification of the military-industrial 
complex”. (17) 

Another significant source of support for the Council and a host of 
other “conservative” organizations, was Rev. Moon’s Unification Church. 
Bouchey helped organize two conferences for CAUSA, led by another 
retired general, E. David Woellner. (18) He was also a board member of 
the United States Global Strategy Council, identified by researchers, 
Louis Wolf and Frederick Clarkson as “another CAUSA operation”. (19) 
In 1981, Bouchey was “specially commissioned” by Moon’s World Media 
Institute to prepare and present a “content analysis” of media coverage 
of U.S. policy in El Salvador. (20) 

Active chapters of Moon’s organization existed throughout the 
region; the largest affiliates were centered in Argentina,Bolivia, Brazil 
and Paraguay. In Brazil, the director of CAUSA said, “we are forming the 
future base for a large political party, though at present we are still 
apolitical...we want to form a movement like Le Pen’s in France”. 
Needless to say, French fascist, Jean Le Pen, has done just that with the 
National Front, with significant financial backing from the Moon net- 
work. (21) 

But Moon’s extensive Latin American operations had a dual-pur- 
pose: the construction of an anti-communist “armed church” and as a 
“unofficial” link among CIA intelligence assets and the leaders of the 
death-squad states. 

In Bolivia, Thomas Ward was a liaison between the CIA, Nazi war 
criminal Klaus Barbie, Barbie’s organization, the “Fiances of Death” and 
the regime of “cocaine general” Luiz Garcia Meza, prior to Bolivia’s 
bloody 1980 putsch. Ward and Barbie “were often seen together”; the 
introspective Ward was described as an individual “who always seemed 
to be absorbed in prayer”. According to Col. Bo Hi Pak, Moon’s chief 
lieutenant: “God has chosen the Bolivian people in the heart of South 
America as the ones to conquer communism”. This during a period when 
Bolivian narco-operations were greatly expanding - with the knowledge 
of the U.S. Central Intelligence Agency. (22) 

Other CIS board members or advisors who have had close ties to the 
Moon organization: 


Roger Fontaine: a former member of the National Security 


Council. After leaving the NSC, Fontaine became a reporter and political 
analyst for the Washington Times, a newspaper owned by a subsidiary 
of the Moon network. Salvadoran death-squad leader, Roberto 
D’Aubuisson bragged of his ties to the Reagan administration, particu- 
larly Roger Fontaine, to the New York Timesduring a 1981 interview. (23) 


Lt. General Gordon Sumner: a CIS director and advisor; Sumner was 
also a board member of the International Security Council (SC), de- 
scribed by Herman and O'Sullivan as the “main U.S. agency of the Moon 
system in the field of terrorism propaganda”. An international conference 
organized by ISC and CAUSA was held in January 1986 in Tel Aviv; 
speakers included Bo Hi Pak and Arnaud de Borchgrave, the publisher 
of the Washington Times. (24) 


These were neither incidental nor marginal connections. CIS served 
both as an intelligence conduit from “private” sources such as the 
American Security Council and CAUSA, and as an informal employment 
agency which provided analysts to the Reagan administration at the 
inception of Washington’s murderous counter-insurgency wars in Cen- 
tral America. 

As CIS secretary, Larry Pratt was a well-placed “asset” in his own 
right, serving as a link between the public policy/research arms of the 
organization, the interventionist wing of the theocratic Christian Right 
and as an “informal” public relations spokesperson for Washington’s 
Central American agenda via Gun Owners of America and the CIS- 
affiliated, North-South Institute. 

But in order to fully appreciate the sinister nature of theCouncil for 
Inter-American Security, Pratt's involvement and his broader links to 
international fascist networks, there is another organization, also little 
explored by “mainstream” media, which deserves our attention, the 
World Anti-Communist League. 


CIS AND WACL: A Marriage Made In Hell 

The World Anti-Communist League was founded in 1966 by two 
close Asian allies of the United States, Taiwan and South Korea, and a 
third organization, the Nazi-dominated, Anti-Bolshevik Block of Nations 
(ABN), led by the Ukrainian war criminal Yaroslav Stetsko. (25) As we 
have seen above with CIS, Rev. Moon’s Unification network was an 
instrumental force operating behind the scenes. Moon assets were 
closely linked to the Korean Central Intelligence Agency and Japanese 
yakuza ctime syndicates, many of whose leaders were convicted war 
criminals let off the hook by U.S. occupation forces at the war's end. 

ABN was a organizational bridge linking Eastern and Western 
European fascists to the intelligence services of Britain and the United 
States. Indeed, ABN was formed with U.S. funds and was a model 
frequently employed by future anti-communist emigre groups. 
Washington’s unflagging commitment to the destruction of the Soviet 
Union was a continuation of the Third Reich's “Operation Barbarossa” - 
by other means. Christopher Simpson’s description of the group provides 
a chilling glimpse into the modus operandi of “containment:” 


The ABN was dominated by Ukrainian nationalist veterans of the 
OUN/UPA (Organization of Ukrainian Nationalists/Ukrainian Insur- 
gent Army), and it included a half dozen open Nazi collaborators on its 
executive board. Its newspaper, ABN Correspondence, published 
praises of wartime genocidalists such as Ustachi Fubrer Ante Pavelic 
and Slovakian quisling Premier Monsignor Jozef Tiso. Alfreds Berzins, 
whom the U.S. government once termed a “fanatic Nazt” responsible for 
sending innocent people to concentration camps, was the president ofthe 
ABN “People's Council”. Berzins was simultaneously a Latvian leader of 
the Assembly of Captive European Nations. His vice-president at the ABN 
was the Belorussian quisling Radislaw Ostrowsky. (26) 


If such anti-communist “patriots” were serviceable as “democrats” 
abroad, why notat home? In the United States, WACL’s first chairman was 
Roger Pearson, a white supremacist, eugenicist and neo-Nazi. Pearson 
was the editor of Willis Carto’s anti-Semitic rag, Western Destiny, the 
forerunner of the Liberty Lobby’s Spotlight tabloid. By the mid 1970s, 


Pearson served on the editorial boards of both the Heritage Foundation 
and the American Security Council. (27) 

Last Fall, Mr. Pratt addressed a Liberty Lobby testimonial banquet in 
honor of the 20th anniversary of Spotlight. Though Larry Pratt has stated 
publicly he “loathes” groups such as Aryan Nations and other Nazis, it 
would appear his oft-quoted protestations of “innocence” are less than 
credible given Mr. Carto’s documented history of bigotry and racism. 

Pearson, who has described himself as a “mainstream conservative”, 
boasted to an associate about his alleged role in hiding Nazi doctor Josef 
Mengele, the “Angel of Death” who directed Nazi “medical experiments” 
at the Auschwitz extermination camp. With degrees in anthropology and 
economics, Pearson is the author several books on eugenics. His most 
“popular” are Eugenics and Race and Race and Civilization. He credits 
Professor Hans F. K. Gunther, a Nazi racial theoretician, as the inspiration 
behind the latter volume. (28) 

Under Pearson’s tutelage, WACL added Western European chapters 
that were drawn from the ranks of Nazi war criminals, Third Reich 
collaborators, neo-Nazis and right-wing terrorists. Western European 
affiliates included the racist British League of Rights and Italy’s Italian 
Social Movement (MSI). Pino Rauti, the founder of the outlawed group, 
Ordine Nuovo was a key WACL Western European contact. (29) Rauti 
and countless other Italian fascists including the war criminal, June 
Valerio “Black Prince” Borghese, and key members of the Italian general 
staff, were “rehabilitated” Nazi collaborators recruited by the CIA into 
NATO's “stay behind” anti-communist terror network, also known as 
“Gladio”. (30) 

An off-shoot of Ordine Nuovo was the terrorist group, the Armed 
Revolutionary Nuclei (ARN), responsible for the 1980 bombing of the 
Bologna train station which killed 85 people. The notorious neo-fascist 
killer, Stefano delle Chiaie, the ARN architect of the Bologna massacre, 
attended the pivotal 1980 conference of the WACL-affiliated, Latin 
American Anti-Communist Confederation (CAL), held in Buenos Aires at 
the height of the “dirty war” against the Argentine left. (31) 

CAL was the organizational expression of a little-known group of 
Mexican neo-Nazis, the Tecos or “owls”, centered at the Autonomous 
University of Guadalajara. Founded by Third Reich collaborator, Carlos 
Cuesta Gallardo, the Tecos have created several anti-communist front 
groups which include the Mexican Anti-Communist Federation (FEMACO) 
and the Inter-American Confederation of Continental Defense (ACCD). 
These “men of action” were drawn from the ranks of the Mexican secret 
police, military officers, wealthy landowners and industrialists. (32) 

Tecos leader, Raimundo Guerrero, was recruited into the organiza- 
tion by Gallardo. According to Anderson and Anderson, the Tecos have 
close links with the remnants of the Romanian Iron Guard fascists of 
Horia Sima in Spain. The group publishes the anti-Semitic magazine, 
Replica. Serving as a liaison among right-wing death squads throughout 
Latin America, the Tecos joined WACL in 1972. But the Tecos are more 
than a collection of aging Nazis; investigative journalist Manuel Buendia, 
was assassinated in Mexico City after publishing a three-part series 
exposing “Los Tecos” in 1984. (33) 

The 1980 CAL conclave was hosted by members of the military junta 
and the Argentine Anti-Communist Alliance (AAA) death squad. Delle 
Chiaie journeyed to Buenos Aires from Bolivia where he had forged a 
murder-for-hire and cocaine smuggling partnership with CIA asset, Klaus 
Barbie. (34) 

Others who attended the CAL conference included, JohnCarbaugh, 
an aide to North Carolina Senator Jesse Helms and Mario Sandoval 
Alarcon, the “godfather” of the Guatemalan death squads. Sandoval 
brought along a protege to Buenos Aires, the cashiered Salvadoran army 
major, Roberto D’Aubuisson. In 1981, Sandoval was an invited guest at 
the Reagan inaugural ball. (35) 

Another individual who wasan honored guest at the Reagan fetewas 
Adolpho Cuellar, the chairman of WACL’s branch in El Salvador; that is, 
until he was permanently “removed from service” by the FMLN. Accord- 
ing to Holly Sklar, “Cuellar is remembered by former Salvadoran army 
officers ‘as a man who used to appear at interrogation centers and beg 
permission to torture the prisoners.” (36) 

Shortly after the CAL conference, 50 Argentine “military advisors” 


and unconventional warfare “specialists” arrived in El Salvador and 
began training the military junta in advanced counter-insurgency “tech- 
niques”, much as their Israeli counterparts were doing in Guatemala and 
Honduras. (37) They were joining CIA and U.S. Army Special Forces 
operatives already in place. Massacres and “disappearances” escalated at 
an alarming rate. (38) 

Such developments were greeted with enthusiasm by CIS and their 
fellow-travellers. Board member, Andy Messing, a close personal friend 
of Lt. Col. North and the president of the National Defense Council said 
at the time, “going to war is (my) favorite pastime”. (39) 

When Pearson became too hot to handle he was forced to resign in 
1980, temporarily replaced as WACL’s North American chairman by 
Elmer D. Greaves, an organizer of the segregationist Citizens Council. 
(40) But did Pearson leave in disgrace, discredited as a fascist, a racist and 
an apologist for the Nazi Holocaust? Hardly. Hanging on the wall of 
Pearson's Washington, D.C. office is a letter from then President, Ronald 


Reagan: 


You are performing a valuable service in bringing to a wide 
audience the work of leading scholars who are supportive of a free 
enterprise economy, a firm and consistent foreign policy and a strong 
national defense. 

Your substantial contributions to promoting and upholding those 
ideals and principles that we value at bome and abroad are greatly 
appreciated. (41) 


With Pearson’s departure, WACL was in crisis and in danger of 
disbanding. It is during this period, that John K. Singlaub came to the 
rescue, reorganizing WACL’s American chapter. 

Retired U.S. Army General and CIS board member, John K. Singlaub, 
has a long, bloody history of involvement with the formulation and 
execution of U.S. counter-insurgency strategy and covert operations 
around the world. A member of the Office of Strategic Services (OSS) at 
the end of World War II, Singlaub moved up the ladder, becoming CIA 
desk officer for China in 1949 and deputy station chief in Korea during the 
war. During the Vietnam war he commanded the Special Operations 
Group, which implemented the CIA’s Phoenix Operation, responsible 
for the cold-blooded murder of some 40,000 Vietnamese and 
theimprisonment of hundreds of thousands of other Vietnamese in 
“strategic hamlets”. Singlaub was appointed head of the U.S command in 
South Korea in 1976, but was removed in 1978 when he publicly 
disagreed with President Carter's plans to withdraw U.S. troops. (42) 

A significant figure, within the national security apparatus and the 
far-right, Singlaub was well-placed to serve as a contact who could 
network neo-fascist killers, drug peddlers and state-sanctioned terrorist 
“assets” employed by the national security state itself. Herman and 
O'Sullivan write: 


Singlaub was...close to the Reagan White House. From April 1983 
until October 1984 he chaired an official Pentagon panel established to 
design U.S. policies toward developing countries. The panel also in- 
cluded Brigadier General Heine Anderbolt, a contributing editor to 
Soldier of Fortune, and another half dozen extreme right-wing military 
officers and academicians. In April 1984, Singlaub met with President 
Reagan and National Security Advisor Robert McFarlane and was 
named “the chief fund-raising contact” to the contra army in Central 
America. With this choice, the president plucked from the world of the 
paramilitary/neo-Nazi fringe a man who had spent six years since bis 
forced retirement from the army in some of the most powerful and 
dangerous organizations on the U.S. and international extreme right, 
where bis associates included former Nazis, Nazi collaborators, anti- 
Semites, leaders of death squads, and a motley crew of mercenaries. 
Reagan honored these with a warm greeting to WACL at its 1984 
gathering, asserting that the organization was playing a ‘leadership 
role” in the “gallant struggle being waged by the true freedom fighters of 
our day”. Within a year at Bitburg, Reagan would pay bis respects to the 
Waffen-Ss. (43) 


It is within this context as well, that Patrick Buchanan, then Reagan's 
communications director, echoed calls issued by the Nazi-linked, Cap- 
tive Nations Committee (CNC), to abolish the Justice Department's Office 
for Special Investigations (OSI), responsible for prosecuting war crimi- 
nals still at large. This should not come as a shock to anyone, since many 
members of CNC held dual membership in WACL. 

Andy Messing, as well as Howard Phillips, chairman of The Conser- 
vative Caucus and current leader of the United States Taxpayers Party 
(USTP), were key figures within WACL’s American branch. Larry Pratt 
shares Phillips’ ideological commitment to the clerical-fascist doctrine of 
Christian Reconstructionism; indeed, Pratt is a national committee mem- 
ber of Phillips’ USTP. 

Phillips and other American far-rightists, including Black “pro-life” 
Republican Party presidential candidate, Alan Keyes, were members of 
the South Africa lobby. The International Freedom Foundation (IFF), an 
organization founded by “conservative” activist, Jack Abramhoff, was 
recently exposed by senior South African military personnel as a cut-out 
of the South African military and Special Branch. IFF functioned as a 
propaganda arm for South African STRATCOM (strategic communica- 
tions) counter-insurgency operations directed against the AfricanNational 
Congress and the trade union confederation. (44) 

These are some of the individuals found within Mr. Pratt’s small 
circle of friends, but for “reasons of state”, the bourgeois media has 
tended to “forget” the invaluable services rendered to imperialism by 
such “extremist” representatives of the “radical religious right”. 


Larry Pratt, The Council For Inter-American Security 
And The War Against Immigrants 

Fighting communism at home and abroad were not the only mis- 
sions undertaken by the Council for Inter-American Security and their 
stalwart secretary, Larry Pratt. With the collapse of the degenerated 
workers’ states in the USSR and Eastern Europe, crowned by the annex- 
ation of the German Democratic Republic by West German Capital, new 
“enemies” appeared on the horizon - both in Europe and the United 
States. 

By 1990, the “Culture Wars”, the assault on the basic rights of people 
of color, the organized proletariat, immigrants, women, queers and the 
left had come to replace the mythological significance of the “Red 
Menace” for the far-right. Mr. Pratt, this time in the guise of “defender” of 
“traditional family values”, and “America’s Godly heritage”, was equal to 
the task, “protecting” white Christians from a “flood” of “illegal” immi- 
grants. Pratt would use his skills as a propagandist and his position as 
president of Gun Owners of America, to launch a new campaign - to 
make English the official language of the United States. 

Under the auspices of CIS, Pratt was the president of a racist, anti- 
immigration outfit, English First. Officers of Pratt’s group are also leaders 
of the alarmist, United States Border Control (USBC). The Denver-based, 
North-South Institute (NSD is a non-profit arm of the Council for Inter- 
American Security. NSI vice president and director, Lt. General Gordon 
Sumner, also a CIS director as we have seen, is an officer of USBC and NSI. 
(45) 

A close ally of Pratt’s in this enterprise is Anthony Bouscaren. A CIS 
advisor along with Singlaub and Sumner, Bouscaren was a board mem- 
ber of WACL's American branch. During the 1960s, Bouscaren worked for 
Wycliffe Draper’s Pioneer Fund, a racist organization which hasbankrolled 
pseudoscientific “research” which allegedly proves that blacks are ge- 
netically inferior to whites. The Pioneer Fund has been an instrumental 
force behind the scenes, funding neo-eugenicist research such as that of 
Phillipe Rushton, as well as many anti-immigration groups, including the 
“mainstream” Federation for American Immigration Reform, whose 
oxymoronic acronym is “FAIR”. (46) 

During the 1970s, Bouscaren was a board member of the American- 
Chilean Council, a group which served as a public relations arm of the 
Pinochet death squad state. There Bouscaren worked with Ronald 
Docksai, the founder of the Council for Inter-American Security and L. 
Francis Bouchey, who would lead the organization during the 1980s. (47) 

Well after his stint with the Pioneer Fund, Bouscarenpublished 
numerous articles in Roger Pearson's Journal for Social, Political and 


Economic Studies- that is, after Pearson had been exposed as a Nazi by 
the Washington Post. (48) 

Bouscaren signed the “Declaration of San Salvador”, as a proxy for 
John Singlaub. The declaration was the result of a right-wing conference 
held in San Salvador in 1985; it included many WACL members and 
focused on ways to involve civilians in anti-communist efforts. The 
document announced the formation of the Central American Anti- 
Communist Defense Accord, intended to create a combat group known 
as the Central American Civilian Military Alliance (CACMA). (49) 

But CACMA was more than a, WACL propaganda project. Drawing 
on the experiences of Guatemala’s notorious “Program of Assistance to 
Areas in Conflict” (PAAC), inspired by the CIA’s Phoenix Operation in 
Vietnam, PAAC’s “civic action” program included forced relocation of 
Mayan peasants into “model villages” and the creation of hated “civilian 
self-defense patrols”. WACL, CACMA and their CIA handlers viewed 
these operations as a means of generalizing and standardizing the 
“Guatemalan experience” throughout the region. In this near-genocidal 
enterprise against the Mayan people, the death squad regime was offered 
much assistance by Israeli as well as domestic “assets” within the U.S. 
Christian Right, especially from the clerical-fascist Reconstructionist 
wing of the movement. (50) 

The counter-insurgency doctrine of “low-intensity conflict” (LIC), 
became a significant factor on the home front. Beginning in the early 
1990s, veterans of CLA-Contra operations and their intellectual architects, 
began propagandizing for a systematic application of LIC methodology 
within the imperialist heartland itself. The “war on drugs” and the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service’s brutal border sweeps, deten- 
tion and deportation of so-called “illegals”, many of whom are political 
refugees, are but the tip of the iceberg in this regard. 

Echoing the xenophobic campaign already in full-swing within the 
reunified Germany, CIS and English First issued a paper, Creating a 
Hispanic America: Nation Within a Nation? This racist diatribe virtually 
equates bilingual education with “terrorism”. “Bilingual education has 
national security implications”, its authors inform us. Given CIS’s role in 
support of the ClA-Contra wars, their equation - Latino = Terrorist - 
certainly comes as no surprise. According to anti-racist researcher and 
activist, Michael Novick: 


The paper compares the U.S. southwest to French-speaking Quebec, 
with its potential for separatism. It sees the Chicano and Spanish- 
speaking population as in themselves a threat to U.S. national security 
and unity. 

The paper also indulges in more blatant racism. It describes the 
Indian ancestors of Latinos as “uncivilized barbaric squatters” with “a 
penchant for grotesque buman sacrifices, cannibalism, and kidnapping 
women”. This is the ideology that guides English First leader Pratt in bis 
fund-raising appeals for the English Only cause. In one letter soliciting 
potentialdonors, Pratt claimed, “many immigrants these days are 
encouraged notto learn English. They remainstuck in alinguistic...ghetto, 
living offwelfare and costing working Americans billions of tax dollars”. 
6) 


Larry Pratt is a key leader of the reactionary U.S. Taxpayers Party 
(USTP). As touched upon briefly, Pratt is a national committee member 
of Howard Phillips’ outfit, as well as a national co-chairman of Patrick 
Buchanan's campaign committee. A central plank of the USTP’s platform 
is the requirement that English become the “official” language of the 
United States. The USTP is opposed both to bilingual education and the 
use of multilingual ballots for U.S. elections. 

But buried within the USTP’s 1992 platform is the bland phrase: the 
USTP “reject (s) the practice of bestowing U.S. citizenship on children 
born to illegal alien parents while in this country’. This is an attack on the 
13th and 14th amendments to the U.S. Constitution. The 13th amendment 
abolished slavery, while the 14th amendment granted full citizenship 
rights to former slaves as well as to the children of non-citizen immigrants 
born in the U.S., legal or otherwise. In fact, Pratt and his cohorts within 
the “Patriot” movement seek to repeal these amendments as part of their 
drive to create a “Christian Republic”. 


The origins of “Patriot” thinking regarding constitutional “revisions” 
of citizenship rights, is the litle known but virulently racist, League of 
Pace Amendment Advocates. Daniel Johnson, the author of the so-called 
Pace Amendment is a far-rightist with close ties to many neo-Nazis, 
including Richard Barrett's Mississippi-based Nationalist Movement and 
the Populist Party, founded by arch anti-Semite, Willis Carto, the leader 
of the Liberty Lobby. (52) 

Mr. Pratt and his cohorts within the Council for Inter-American 
Security have much to answer for in their service to U.S. imperialism. 
Their role as active agents for murderous policies designed to bring the 
Central American people “in line” with the “rule of law” and the “civilized 
norms of the Western democracies”, have had very grave consequences 
indeed. 

Their close collaboration with the FBI and the Salvadoran intelli- 
gence service unquestionably resulted in the deaths of bundreds of 
refugees after their forced deportation to El Salvador. According to the 
Political Asylum Project of the American Civil Liberties Union, out of 154 
refugees deported in 1983 and 1984, 42 returnees were killed, seven were 
arrested, five were jailed, 47 were “disappeared” and an additional 43 
others “disappeared” under violent circumstances. Certainly an admi- 
rable record Mr. Pratt and his “Patriot” companions can reminisce over 
during Bible study, perhaps. (53) 


Conclusion 

Far from being an innocent wrongly accused of anti-Semitism and 
racism, Larry Pratt is an individual committed to a world-view which 
begins and ends with globaleconomic-political-cultural-military domi- 
nation by U.S. imperialism; this is the context and ideology behind 
Patrick Buchanan’s allegiance to xenophobic “America First” national- 
ism. 

Mr. Pratt’s 1990 book, Armed People Victorious, touted by the 
bourgeois press as a “passionate defense” of gun rights and the militia 
movement, is a volume inspired by the anti-communist death squads 
which operated so “efficiently” in Guatemala and the Philippines. 

Pratt's close working relationship with the Council for Inter-Ameri- 
can Security and the World Anti-Communist League provided him both 
with the theoretical and practical knowledge necessary to forge effective 
links among a host of individuals and organizations who actively sympa- 
thized with U.S.-sponsored terror and mass murder in Central America. 

Tt should come as no surprise, least of all to a mendacious press that 
remained silent while imperialism implemented a policy of extermina- 
tion, that fascists such as Pratt would recommend the creation of the 
domestic equivalent of Central American death squads in the United 
States to deal with troublesome enemies of today’s “Culture Wars”. 

What is significant is not that individuals such as Mr. Pratt are 
“extremists” or the “enemies” of a supposedly “pluralist democracy”. Of 
far greater significance is that this “public-private partnership” among a 
host of reactionary organizations and the national security state, is the 
norm; an enduring legacy of settler-colonialism grounded in white 
supremacist ideologies -and ideologues - who are hell-bent on maintain- 
ing imperialism’s global domination by any means necessary.

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A LOOK AT THE CATHOLIC 
FAR-RIGHT IN QUEBEC

Many people think of the Church asa relic of the past, a worn out and 
old-fashioned institution catering to a small and irrelevent clientele. Yet 
as this year’s mobilisation against Human Life International taught us, 
Roman Catholicism’s militant right-wing is still an important proponent 
of racism, sexism and homophobia around the world. 

The day after thousands of us gathered to demonstrate against HLI 
- and to play cat and mouse with Montreal's riot cops - I had a chance to 
slip into the Radisson Hotel where the right-wing group was meeting. 
Acting like the good Christian that my grandmother hopes 1 am, I walked 
around their literature hall looking at the different stuff on sale. Among 
the plastic foetuses, the rosaries and the brochures for various Catholic 
universities were all of the homophobic, misogynist and racist materials 
you would expect at such a conference. 

At one stall I chatted with John Cotter, a longtime friend of the 
Canadian fascist movement and owner of The Angelus Books of Barrie, 
Ontario. Cotter proudly showed me his books from the right-wing 
American John Birch Society, and 1 bought several publications from 
Action Familiale et Scolaire, a Catholic-fascist group based in France. In 
these books I read about how Moslems should be expelled from France, 
how Judaism is really synonymous with Freemasonry, which in turn is the 
Catholic Church’s worst enemy, and about how there is an international 
conspiracy to invent historical crimes against Native peoples in Latin 
America in order to blame Spain and the Catholic Church! 

It is true that Christianity is so right-wing as to be actually fascist in 
nature in not very common in Quebec. While the Church was a major 
locus of power when this province was at one time ruled on behalf of 
Anglo-Canadian big business by the ultraconservative Union Nationale, 
all of that changed with the Revolution Tranquille. As Maurice Duplessis 
was laid to rest and Catholicism liberalized itself under the aegis of 
Vatican Il, a French Canadian business class in conjunction with a 
righteous Quebecois nationalist movement saw to it that Quebec entered 
modern, “democratic” civilization. As the Parti Quebecois and the Que- 
bec Liberal Party competed as to who could modernize society the fastest, 
the old right and Catholic conservatism practically disappeared, trans- 
forming Quebec from the bastion of Catholicism in North America to the 
most secular province in relatively secular Canada. This is why, when 
Human Life International came to town, they attracted so little local 
support and Father Paul Marx was left complaining about how “Quebec 
has lost its Catholic soul.” 

Yet HLI does have some local support, and just as the far-right 
around the world is on the offensive, our local Catholic fascists are also 
on the move. While they remain numerically insignificant, they have 
been able to tap into a reservoir of conservatism left dormant in Quebec 
society by the Revolution Tranquille, and have used their religious 
credentialsto gain access to positions of power in the Montreal Catholic 
School Commission, this city’s most important school board. 


Introducing Quebec’s Catholic Fascists 

Two magazines distributed by John Cotter’s Angelus Bookstore 
come from Montreal: Cahiers de Jeune Nation, a fascist journal published 
by the Cercle Jeune Nation, and Confidentiel, a journal about interna- 
tional conspiracies published by Gilbert Gendron, a former employee of 
the South African consulate and a founding member of Jeune Nation. 

The Cercle Jeune Nation was founded in 1986 by Gilbert Gendron, 
Francois Dumas and Rock Tousignant. These pseudo-intellectuals and 
their friends seek to construct a French Canadian fascist ideology. While 
the group is fervently Catholic and nationalistic, it sees little to praise in 
either contemporary Catholicism or today’s Quebecois nationalist move- 
ment. While the Church is regarded as being too “soft” and tolerant most 
of today’s nationalists are seen as having abandoned the cornerstones of 


a “true” French Canadian identity: 
race and religion. Rejecting 
grassroots struggle, CJN members 
take pride in their elitismand limit [| 
themselves to theorizing and try- 
ing to influence organizations 
through infiltration. For example, 
at one point it tried take over the 
Societe Saint Jean Baptiste, but its 
members were expelled. (This expulsion was not easily decided upon, 
though, and several SSJB board members voted against it. One of these, 
Francois Albert-Angers, has repeatedly seen fit to write for the CJN’s 
journal.) 

The CJNhas also attracted the support of certain right-wing academ- 
ics: in 1993 there was a brief controversy when it was revealed the 
Universite of Montreal History professor Pierre Trepannier had written a 
tribute to fascism for the Cahiers de Jeune Nation. More recently, in 1994 
Dimitri Kitsikis, a history Professor at the University of Ottawa, had two 
articles published by Cercle. One of these articles, “Pour une etude 
scientifique du fascisme”, went so far as to include a political platform 
which Kitsikis proposed all fascist organisations adopt. 

Cercle Jeune Nation has worked with other racist groups such asSOS 
Genocide and the Mouvement pour une immigration restreinte et 
francophone. CJN member Gilbert Gendron has even written two book- 
lets for the Toronto-based Citizens for Foreign Aid Reform, an important 
fascist group with important ties to several of English Canada’s nastier 
anti-French organizations! The Cahiers de Jeune Nation has also re- 
printed articles from European fascist journals, notably Spearhead, the 
organ of the England's National Front. 

Yet the group with which the CJN has worked most closely over the 
past ten years is the Ralliement Provincial des Parents de Quebec, based 
in Sherbrooke. This group was formed in 1979, and acts primarily as a 
voice for ultraright-wing Catholics concerned about the secularization of 
Quebec society, most especially its schools. Since 1987 the RPPQ has 
published a bimonthly newspaper called Nation Nouvelle. While Jeune 
Nation members have written for this rag, most of the articles arewritten 
by the RPPQ’s main man Achille Larouche and other right-wing Catholics 
perhapsa little less eager to publicly declare themselves fascists. Edmond 
Robillard, a priest who lives in Outremont, has written articles in almost 
every issue of Nation Nouvelle. 

The RPPQ is less critical of the Vatican than the Cercle Jeune Nation. 
The group’s ideology is clearly spelled across the first page of last 
December’s Nation Nouvelle: “Nous ne voulons pas d’un etat athee 
immoral favorisant une immigration d’extinction.” Further proof of the 
RPPQ’s fascist sympathies include articles praising Field Marshal Petain, 
the leader of Vichy France who cooperated fully with Hitler's Nazis in the 
Second World War, and General Franco, who on behalf of the Catholic 
Church and Spanish fascists crushed the Spanish Revolution. 

The RPPQ has organized public assemblies, rallies and marches in 
defense of traditional Catholicism. In the brief it submitted to the Quebec 
Commission on Sovereignty, the group laid out its 12-point proposal for 
a sovereign Quebec: a Constitution based on the Ten Commandments 
and the “rights of God”, no more abortion, incentives for women to have 
as many children as possible, a halt to the “inassimilable” immigration of 
Moslems and other non-Christians, referred to as an “invasion”. 

What differentiates the Catholic from other forms of fascism is its 
commitment to tradition and reliance on bizarre conspiracy theories 
involving Freemasons. Most issues of Nation Nouvelle include references 
to such “Freemason conspiracies”. It must be understood that while these 
racists talk about “Freemasons”, what they really mean is Jews. This is 
admitted by French fascist Arnaud de Lassus, a friend of the RPPQ’s, in the 
chapter “Freemasonry and Judaism” of his book “The Elementary Knowl- 


edge of Freemasonry”. Since 1988 Jeune Nation and the RPPQ have 
organized several tours of M. de Lassus in Quebec. 


The Centre D’Information Nationale 

In 1990, following the defeat of Brian Mulroney's Meech Lake 
Accord which the RPPQ had hoped would free Quebec from the 
Canadian Charter of Rights, several Catholic fascists came together to 
form the “Centre d'information nationale”, later known as the “Centre 
d'information nationale Robert Rumilly”. This group intended to safe- 
guard what the far-right views as Quebec's identity by building a 
“mouvement de droite chretienne” and doing battle with “integrisme 
laique.” In an official CIN document it is explained that “one’s identity 
includes religion, ethnicity and language.” 

The original membership of the CIN included Rock Tousignant, at 
the time a member of Jeune Nation, and Edmond Robillard and Achille 
Larouche of the RPPQ, as well asa half dozen other right-wingers. Ofnote 
among the group’s original membership was Gilles Grondin, the presi- 
dent of Campagne Quebec Vie, the provincial affiliate of the Campaign 
Life Coalition, Canada’s major anti-abortion organization. 

The membership of Quebec’s chief anti-abortion crusader in afascist 
organisation like the CIN is predictable. All across North America fascists 
have joined forces with anti-abortionists; both fear women’s control over 
their bodies and view decriminalized abortion as part of the liberalization 
ofsexual mores as well asa demographic threat to the “nation” and “race”. 
Across Canada anti-abortionists have been linked to neo-nazi groups like 
the Heritage Front, the Ku Klux Klan, Aryan Nations, etc. 

If Campagne Quebec Vie’s political proclivities are unexceptional, 
this is not to say that Grondin’s far-right associations are without impor- 
tance. It is certainly no accident that Vitalite, CQV’s monthly newspaper, 
has advertised conferences of the CIN and Jeune Nation where fascists 
like Arnaud de Lassus and Pierre Trepannier expounded on their 
worldview. The pages of Vitalite have purported to “expose” conspira- 
cies of Freemasons, one-worlders and others bent on destroying Chris- 
tian civilization. CQV presented a brief to the PQ’s Commission on the 
Future of Quebec (Commission dur l'avenir du Quebec) arguing that 
there was a worldwide conspiracy that was using abortion to destroy 
traditional Quebec society by reducing the birthrate of francophones and 
allowing too many immigrants to enter. More recently Edmond Robillard, 
the priest who works so closely with the RPPQ and the CIN, has become 
one of Vitalite’s assistant editors. 

But the most startling thing about Quebec's Catholic fascists is not 
their proximity to our local anti-abortion zealots. Like I said, there’s 
nothing unusual there. What is unusual is the degree of power that these 
fascists wield within the school system, most notably in the Regroupement 
Scolaire Confessionel. 


The Regoupement Scolaire Confessionel 

“Regroupement Scolaire Confessionel” is the name that candidates 
supported by the Mouvement Scolaire Confessionel give themselves 
come the school board elections. Ultraconservatives united under this 
banner have held power in the Montreal Catholic School Commission - 
this city’s most important school board - for over ten years. The RSC’s 
political success, guaranteed by a low voter turnout for school board 
elections, is responsible for the fact that despite overwhelming public 
opinion in favour of a secular education system Montreal’s schools 
remains religious. The RSC has repeatedly dabbled in xenophobia and 
racism during its reign. For instance, in 1988, it fired a Chilean-born 
employee because of his Spanish accent. The next year, it sent parents a 
questionnaire that asked whether immigrant children should be forced to 
go to separate schools. In 1990 its chairman, Michel Pallascio, suggested 
to the provincial government that it favour immigrants with “Judeo- 
Christian values”, and its board considered a proposal to punish youth 
and children who spoke languages other than French on school grounds. 

The RSC is intimately tied to the Catholic Right. The organization that 
chooses which candidates may run under the banner of the RSC, the 
Mouvement Scolaire Confessionel, wasitself founded by the Association 
des Parents Catholiques du Quebec in 1970 and remains a project of this 
group. It is the APCQ that recently made the news by calling for two sex 


education books to be banned from high schools because they were 
deemed “practically pornographic.” More generally, according to Isabelle 
Pallascio (the group’s vice-president), the association not only opposes 
any talk of parents or students being allowed to vote on whether a school 
should be Catholic or secular, but even regrets the fact that students are 
offered a choice between Religion and Morals classes! Both the APCQ and 
the MSC are housed on the fourth floor of 7400 St-Laurent; an adjacent 
dining area includes several display cases full of right-wing literature: 
materials from Campagne Quebec Vie, booklets in defense of private 
schools, and loads of leaflets from Human Life International! 

While the MSC isa project of the APCQ, it should be noted that once 
candidates it supports are elected to the school board they may act 
independantly of these organizations; nevertheless, seeing as the MSC’s 
supportis often crucial for their election and re-election, they are unlikely 
to rock the boat too much. Thus, the MSC’s religious and political 
foundations explain the positions takes by RSC commissioners on issues 
ranging from maintaining religious schools to keeping condoms away 
from students. Furthermore, the MSC’s choice of who to support in the 
MCSC elections is revealing of an openness towards the far-right. T h e 
longtime leader of the RSC is Michel Pallascio, Isabelle Pallascio’s son. Mr. 
Pallascio is the actual president of the MCSC, and has been described as 
a “pillar on integrism” in Quebec. His name also appears on a 1992 list of 
members of the Association des Juristes Catholiques du Quebec. This 
group has been fairly inactive over the past few years, but in the 1980s its 
founding president, Emile Colas, repeatedly made the headlines; in 1987 
Colas publicly proposed that AIDS would only be stopped through the 
“elimination” of homosexuals and prostitutes, and in the early 80s had 
seen fit to represent a fascist group (Young Canadians for a Christian 
Civilization) in its quest to getan injunction banning the feminist play “Les 
fees ont soif”. Other AJCQ members include Andre Morais (the founder 
ofthe Front Commun pour la respect de la vie in the 1980s), Pierre Labelle 
of the CIN, five judges, a former mayor of Outremont, and Achille 
Larouche and Edmond Robillard of the RPPQ! Aspresident ofthe MCSC, 
Pallascio’s ties to the far-right are certainly very important. Yet he is not 
the only candidate supported by the Mouvement Scolaire Confessionel 
with such ties. Last December it was revealed that Pierre Messier, an RSC 
candidate in last year’s school board elections, was an important member 
of the “Mouvement pour une immigration restreinte et francophone”. 
This group, known as MIREF, is perhaps less fervently Catholic than the 
other racist groups mentioned in this article, yet is certainly the closest to 
today’s Quebec Independence movement. Unlike Jeune Nation, the 
RPPQ and their Catholic-fascist friends, the MIREF always supported 
Quebec independence and called upon its members to actively recruit 
among PQ supporters. While the group, which called upon banning non- 
francophone and non-European immigrants from Quebec, dissolved late 
last year, its members are still active, many of them having since joined 
the Cercle Jeune Nation. 

Maurice Prevost, school commissioner for the Duvernay region of 
the MCSC, is another such fascist. Unlike Messier, Prevost was one of the 
RSC’s winners in last year’s election, being chosen as commissioner for 
the Duvernay district. Prevost is the CIN’s treasurer and past spokesper- 
son for the Regroupement Provincial des Parents Chretiens. It was on 
behalf of the latter group that Prevost spoke ata press conference “for the 
rights of God and the duties of man” in 1993, where he shared the podium 
with Achille Larouche of the RPPQ, Gilles Grondin of Campagne Quebec 
Vie and Jean-Claude Bleau, also of the Centre d'information nationale. 
This April Prevost caught the attention of Voir magazine when he spoke 
at Human Life International's Montreal conference. According to the 
reporter who was in attendance, the school commissioner described 
Quebecas being at the gateway tohell, with homosexuality, immigration 
and abortion chief on his list of social ills. 

Another RSC school commissioner, Ronald Poupart, may or may not 
have ties to the Cercle Jeune Nation. A blatantly racist article signed 
“Ronald Poupart” in the January 1995 issue of Cahiers de Jeune Nation 
describes the ideas of Nazi theorist Oswald Spengler and Francis Parker 
Yockey, a rabid anti-semite whose book Imperium became a Bible to 
post-war neo-nazis. It includes observations such as: “At the least sign of 
military or political weakness in the West, they (meaning non-Europe- 


ans) will rebel and reject everything we've given them or turn around and 
use these as weapons against us. Between them and us there is an 
unbridgeable opposition of a spiritual nature.” It should be noted that 
RSC commissioner Poupart has not admitted to writing this article, and so 
it is always possible that the author is another “Ronald Poupart’... 

Why do the RSC’s connections to the Catholic hard right matter? For 
several reasons. As commissioners, these reactionaries get to appoint 
principals to the schools in their district. They can also have groups visit 
schools to prostelytize amongst students - as did RSC commissioner Peter 
Kelly earlier this year when he had a pro-chastity group tour the MCSC’s 
schools. As the majority of the MCSC, the RSC also has a great deal of 
power choosing how to spend the commission’s money. For example, 
earlier this year this same Peter Kelly had the commission’s budget 
amended so that 3 animateurs de pastorale would keep their jobs - even 
though this meant firing other MCSC employees whose jobs parents and 
school staff seemed to think were more important! Furthermore, as the 
group in control of the MCSC, it is the RSC’s respsonsibility to make rules 
for schools throughout the commission, on everything from installing 
condom machines to punishing students who don’t speak French to 
allowing or banning the hijab or anything else for that matter! 

And all of that without even mentioning the fact that the RSC is 
responsible for the fact that there are still religious, as opposed to 
linguistic, school commissions in Montreal! In other words, it ishigh time 
people spread the word and start organizing to resist and eventually get 
rid of these “goodChristians”. Not simply by organizing at the next 
election, butby organizing in the schools where the students - those most 
likely to be hurt by the RSC’s toxic ideas - are forced to spend their days. 

If this article has only touched upon one aspect of the far-right in 
Quebec this is because while we all know that there are fascist skinheads, 
punks and losers the mass media and other authorities consistently 
pretend that that is the extent of the problem. As if out of class solidarity 
these ostriches insist of denying that academia, the Church, the army, 
police and civil service are all breeding ground for this poisonous weed. 
If we are ever to be rid of diseases like racism, sexism and homophobia, 
we cannot afford to ignore the bigots in high places!

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Introduction 

Efforts by the cybernazis to establish a USENET news group called 
“rec.music.white-power” are over. The results of the vote have been 
officially announced. The fascists were smashed by a vote of 33,000 to 
500! This was both the largest voter turnout in internet history and the 
highest margin of victory. 

To understand the battle for the RMW-P group it is first necessary to 
understand what it was *not* about; it was *not* about free speech and it 
was not about censorship. 


1. Understanding The Internet; Understanding Cybernazis 

The internet is a combination of many things. 

All of these begin with the physical infrastructure of phone lines, 
high-speed switches, and communications protocols with 
unpronounceable initials like TCP/IP. It includes e-mail, the World Wide 
Web, Internet Relay Chat, private discussion or mailing lists, and the 
news groups of USENET. The sum total of these different things, plus the 
users’ input has been called “cyberspace” after the “consensual halluci- 
nation’ first described by cyberpunk author William Gibson in his novel 
“Neuromancer”. 

These have all been described in more colorful and less technical 
language. 

The communications infrastructure has been likened to the “global 
information superhighway.” E-mail then is the international post office; 
the Web the global magazine stand; IRC is the world’s largest telephone 
party line. 

The news groups of USENET are like the global Village Green where 
people go to have passionate political debates, discuss highly technical 
issues in computer science, or even relax with a pleasant chat about 
stamp collecting or the Vietnamese pot-bellied pigs they keep as pets. 

The news groups are arranged into a hierarchy just like the books in 
the library are shelved according to the Dewey Decimal System. While 
Dewey's system uses numbers, the USENET grouping uses words sepa- 
rated by periods as in “reclreation].music.white-power.” 

The battle over RMW-P was whether the group should be formally 
established on USENET, nothing else. The nazis continuedto have their 
e-mail, their Web pages and mailing lists like STORMFRONT, and the 
ability to spout hate-filled speech on the IRCs. They also had other news 
groups already on USENET. The neo-nazi Stormfront White Nationalist 
Resource Page [http://www.stormfront.org/stormfront] openly adver- 
tised these groups on its Web page. They include: 


<alt.politics nationalism.white>, <alt.politics.white-power>, 
<alt.revisionism>, <alt.revolution.american.second>, 
<alt.revolution.counter>, and <alt.skinheads>. 


Stormfront also identified three cybernazi groups: CLOC/CNG, the 
Stormfront-L discussion list, and the Aryan Corps (headed by Milton 
Kleim who formally proposed RMW-P.) 

Finally, Stormfront provided the web addresses of other web sites to 
which they had some affinity. There included sites titled “David Duke for 
U.S. Senate” and “Pat Buchanan for President” as well as the Aryan 
Nations, Resistance Records, National Alliance, Skinheads U.S.A. and 
sixteen other Web sites. 


Rec.Music. White-Power 


This proves that the battle over RMW-P was not about “kicking the 
nazis off the net” or even “blocking the nazi message.” Moreover, anyone 
on the net can confirm this by connecting to the Stormfront web page at 
the address above. 


Looking At USENET And News Groups 

Understanding the battle over RMW-P also means knowing a bit 
about the USENET news groups hierarchy. 

One group called “altlernate]” is the most anarchistic of all the top 
groups in the hierarchy. Essentially anyone can create an “alt” sub-group 
by convincing a single Internet Service Provider (ISP) to create it. But 
there is no guarantee that the group will ever propagate to any other 
computer on the net. Some “alt” groups are on almost all ISP sites around 
the world; others exist on but one or two computers. 

Getting a group established under any of the other USENET top 
hierarchies like “reclreation], “talk”, or “compl[uters]” is a more complex 
process. 

First, the people who propose the group must publish a REQUEST 
FOR PROPOSAL (RFP), announcing what the group is, why there is a 
need for the group, and other related matters. This RFP is published on 
thenet(in a special series of news groups, of course!) for everyone to read 
and criticize. The RFD may be modified and a new one published. 
Ultimately the proponents of the new group publish a CALL FOR VOTES 
and everyone on the net can vote on it. (An exception is made disquali- 
fying accounts from traditional anonymous ISPs, but this generates little 
or no controversy.) The votes are then counted and the voter list 
published to show there was no fraud in the counting. 

Groups that pass the vote are then approved by people coordinating 
the vote process and messages are sent out to all of the ISPs to create the 
group. (This, technically, isa “voluntary process.” No ISP need create the 
group, nor is an ISP forbidden to create a group outside the “alt” 
hierarchy. However, inpractice virtually all of the large ISPs automatically 
create groups when “advised” to do so. Likely those ISPs who advertise 
“full internet service” to their users have a legal obligation to do so.) 

The cybernazis published an RFD to create their white-power music 
group. 

Two separate tendencies immediately developed opposing RMW- 
P. The first, or “technical” opposition was exemplified by people like Rich 
Graves; the second or “political” opposition was first presented by the 
VOTE NO CAMPAIGN. 

Many of the technical objections to RMW-P were formally correct. 

The technical tendency challenged Kleim to show that there was 
sufficient interest in “white power music” to justify the formal creation of 
adedicated news group. They asked for evidence of some discussion lists 
and wanted to see previous posts to the already existing “rec.music.misc” 
group where white-power music could have been previously discussed. 

Kleim refused to answer their questions during the months-long 
discussion. 

They also asked Kleim why the RFD had not been published in the 
music groups already established under “rec.music”. They asked Kleim 
why the RFD *had* been sent to the cybernazi STORMFRONT discussion 
list. 

Kleim also refused to respond. 

On this basis, the technical tendency stated their was no formal basis 
to establish RMW-P as a separate group and opposed the creation. 

All of the questions posed by the technical tendency were important 
and related to the issue of censorship. (The fact that most of the technical 
people did not draw this conclusion does not change any of the issues 
here.) 

The existence of censorship logically implies the existence of two 
other things: a censored person and a censored message. The “censored” 
nazis had their e-mail, web pages, and even “rec.music.misc” to discuss 
their famed “censored” music. But they provided no evidence of such a 
desire to actually discuss the matter. 

In this regard they resembled a person standing outside the Village 


Green demanding support because they were blocked from going onto 
the Green and sell their paper. One notices that no one is blocking them 
and that they have no papers to sell. When you ask them about this, they 
turn away and run to another group of people and repeat their censorship 
claim. 

Worse, in the middle of the debate someone established 
“alt.music.white-power” and this group was widely propagated on ISP 
computers around the country. 

In other words, the cybernazis suddenly now had a white-power 
music group on which to discuss white-power music. 

How many posts did the “alt” group receive now that the “censored” 
message could go out onto the net directly, instead of through 
“rec.music.misc”? Literally, one during a period of at leasta month. I made 
the post. Several years ago public television ran a week-long series of R. 
Wagner's Ring Cycle ofoperas. I caught only the last part and have not 
been abletofind iton video. I posteda query about this to <alt.music. white- 
power>. For about a month this was the only post on the group directly 
relevant to the formal title of the group. There were lots of other posts. 
Some were about the Beatles or other music not related to white-power 
but cross-posted there from other music groups. Other posts were white- 
power messages about Holocaust Revisionism but not related to the 
music. 

This also meant that the cybernazis had to argue that they needed 
RMW-P to handle the vast white-power music discussions while being 
unable to generate even one relevant post a week to <alt.music.white- 
power>. 

They did, however, have an incredible ability to cry that the non- 
existent messages were being “censored” by people opposed to “free 
speech.” 

It was clear from all of this that the battle with the cybernazis was 
about neither free speech, censorship, or even white-power music. You 
may ask what, then, the battle over RMW-P was really about? 


2. Understanding The Nazi “Big Lie” Technique 

The lie comes as naturally to the nazi as the laugh to the hyena. 

Within traditional fascist ideology the lie, when exposed, does not 
discredit the liar in the eyes of other fascists. Rather, as T. Adorno and 
others have written, the dishonesty is “relished in a cynical and sadistic 
fashion” under the ideological belief that “power, not truth” is the world’s 
dominant force. 

But the lie, in particular the Big Lie, does have an effect on those who 
are not fascists. The “Big Lie technique” is based on the belief that the 
bigger the lie the more likely people are to believe some of it. The Big Lie 
is an ideological technique that works on the uninformed political center 
elements, many of whom make a virtue of their objective ignorance and 
pride themselves on always “taking the middle ground.” By dramatically 
shifting one pole of debate far to the right, the nazi Big Lie technique 
seeks to similarly shift the position of the “happy middle.” 

State simply that “the Jews stabbed Germany in the back [during WW 
1” and the middle element concludes that perhaps a few Jews profited 
from the war. But claim that the entire war was started as a secret Jewish 
conspiracy and the same middle element concludes that the Jews were 
the dominant force pushing war and the greatest profiteers. 

There is another aspect of the Big Lie technique: that of the primary 
and secondary Lie. The primary lie is the fundamental untruth; the 
secondary lie is the one told to justify or profit from the primary one. 
Today, the secondary Lie frequently takes the initial form of claims of 
censorship or violations of free speech rights by antifascist forces. 

One counters lies with truth; one counters historical lies with 
accurate history. The idea of the primary/secondary Big Liesalso creates 
a concept of macro/micro history. That is one challenges the primary 
“stab” Lie with the macro-history of WW I; so also one reveals the primary 
Holocaust Revisionist Lie with a macro-history of WWII. 

The secondary aspect of the Big Lie is dealt with by educating people 
about a micro-history focused on the immediate past much closer to 
today’s events. Given the perceived temporal discontinuities of life in 
cyberspace, this micro-history must deal with past events only months, 
weeks, or even days old. 


This can easily be seen in the secondary lies presented by fascists 
over the battle against RMW-P and the destructive role that the secondary 
Lie - if unchallenged - can have on antifascist activity. 

At stage one, the free-speech radical accuses the antifascist of 
“censorship.” After the fascists are defeated and claim that they waged the 
battle for “publicity” and that “free speech was not involved”, the radical 
accuses the antifascists of providing the nazis with “exactly what they 
wanted.” Then one examines the real character of the publicity and sees 
it was most unfavorable to the fascists. At this third stage the nazis claim 
that their real purpose was to run an intelligence operation to get 
antifascists to “expose themselves.” Now the radical accuses antifascists 
of “falling for a fascist intelligence operation.” 

(Ultimately the most parsimonious interpretation of the data may 
validate the hypothesis that such radicals are simply rationalizing both 
their political abstentionism over antifascist battles as well as their 
organizational inactivity during those struggles.) 


3. The Cybernazi Pre-History Around <Rec.Music. White-Power> 

Whereas cyberwar refers to knowledge-related conflict at the mili- 
tary level, netwar applies to societal struggles most often associated with 
low intensity conflict by non-state actors, such as terrorists, drug cartels, 
or black market proliferators of weapons of mass destruction. Both 
concepts imply that future conflicts will be fought more by “networks” 
than by “hierarchies”, and that whoever masters the network form will 
gain major advantages. “Knowledge must become capability. - Carl von 
Clausewitz, ‘On War”, John Arquilla and David Ronfeldt, International 
Studies Department, RAND Corporation, (Journal of] “Comparative Strat- 
egy”, v.12, no. 2, 1995 

The nazi strategy for infowar seems based on the assumption that 
antifascist forces will remain Nice, Naive, and Non-controversial. 

Specifically the cybernazis attempt to establish RMW-P, as well as 
earlier tactics in the infowar, appeared to be based on the following: 


1) That the battle against cybernazis would be separated from other 
fascist behavior off the internet; 


2) That the battle against cybernazis on the internet would be separated 
from other past internet behavior by the cybernazis; 


3) That the battle against RMW-P would be confined to those parts of 
USENET news group hierarchy where discussions about the creation of 
news groups are routinely held; 


4) That the battle against RMW-P would be conducted only within past 
news.group norms centered on issues like data traffic and perceived 
contributors to the new group. 


The VOTE NO CAMPAIGN succeeded because it refused to follow 
any of these cybernazi projections. 

Fascists on the net have long been conducting what the think tanks 
call “netwar”. This netwar was declared by the nazis, continued by the 
nazis, and openly bragged of by the nazis on the internet. 

This war included the normal forms of expected nazi propaganda on 
their “own” groups like <alt.politics. white-power>. Messages to these 
groups were (and are) routinely cross-posted to other groups devoted to 
Jewish, black, or gay topics. 

Other declared naziefforts included less openly disruptive interven- 
tions on USENET, like targeting food-oriented groups with messages 
attacking kosher dietary laws and befriending people writing to 
<alt.loneliness>. 

Cybernazis openly bragged on the net of their ability to “destroy” 
other news groups in the “alt” hierarchy. These groups included 
<alt.food.dennys>, <alt.food.waffle-hur>, and <alt.fan.barry-manilow>. 

Nazi documents also revealed more ominous activity, including the 
use of provocateurs and special spamming offensives. One article de- 
scribe tasks the cybernazis coded as “PIR” or “PIRATE”, defined as “A 
person who will ‘pirate’ an account for a one-shot high-saturation 
dissemination of propaganda.” Another, coded “IMP” and “IMPERSON” 


reveals cybernazi activity of having members “impersonate the enemy in 
posting, embarrassing the left and infuriating the public.” 

(Reports of massive spams, death threats, and other forms of 
unprincipled behavior against vote takers and computer systems in the 
RMW-P case should be interpreted in light of the above. Despite numer- 
ous charges of improper behavior, no single piece of evidence has been 
produced linking anyone associated with the VOTE NO CAMPAIGN 
with any improper action of this nature.) 

Cybernazis announced their intention to establish additional loca- 
tions for their propaganda in the more prestigious parts of USENET 
outside the “alt” hierarchy. 4 

Cybernazis seemed to think that we would only sip cyber tea from 
silicon cups and conduct learned discourse on the likelihood that 
sufficient numbers of people wanted to discuss (or oppose) the joys of 
listening to racist bonehead bands singing of lynching, gaybashing, and 
extermination camps. If-and-only-if we did not believe this the case, then 
we could vote “no” on RMW-P. All other reasons opposing RMW-P were 
pronounced “wrong” not just by the cybernazis but by other conserva- 
tives, free-speech liberals and even a radical or two. 

The only “wrong” occurred when people made these assumptions 
about antifascist counter-netwar. 

The 33,000-500 vote was the greatest defeat that any group suffered 
in the history of the net, and all who participated in the struggle can be 
proud of this accomplishment. But the victory also needs to placed in 
perspective. First, it was a victory in but one battle of a broader netwar. 
Second, it did not eliminate cybernazi e-mail, web pages, nor any of their 
other news groups on USENET. Third, it was a formal victory formally 
limited to the internet. 


What Then Was Accomplished? 

The victory still represented an enormous victory over hate speech 
and broader nazi propaganda. A core part of nazi claims has always been 
that of the “Aryan superman” and the “unstoppable nazi juggernaut.” The 
victory over RMW-P smashed both of these claims. The establishment of 
RMW-P would have been a substantial victory for their propaganda 
machine. It would have permitted them to claim that they could destroy 
other USENET groups “at will” while simultaneously establishing new 
groups for themselves. 

The tasks of antifascists on the net then are to continue the actions 
that led to this first major victory and to establish bases of our own to 
combat hate speech and organizing for things like genocide, lynchings, 
church bombings, gay bashing, and a wave of new anti-Asian violence. 
Moreover, we need to use these actions in cyberspace to deepen the war 
against fascism off of the net. 

The war against contemporary fascism will be won in the “real 
world’ off the net; but battles against fascist netwar are fought and won 
on the internet.

Leaderless Resistance And 
The Oklahoma City Bombing

“Utilizing the Leaderless Resistance concept, all individuals and groups 
operate independently of each ether, and never report to a central 
headquarters or single leader for direction or instruction.. participants 
in a program of Leaderless Resistance through Phantom Cell or indi- 
vidual action must know exactly what they are doing, AND EXACTLY 
HOW TO DO IT”. emphasis in original)

THE FUNDAMENTAL RULE GUIDING THE ORGANIZATION OF THE 
FREE MILITIA IS GENERALIZED PRINCIPLES AND PLANNING BUT 
DECENTRALIZED TACTICS AND ACTION. 


What is meant by this key statement is that the whole Militia must 
be committed to the same cause and coordinated in their joint defense 
ofa community. Thus, there must be allegiance to a higher command. 
But specific tactics should be left up to the individual elements so that 
compromise of a part does not compromise the whole. Furthermore, all 
training and combat actions sbould be upto the smaller elements, again 
so that isolation or decapitation does not render the smaller units inept. 

The way a balance between these competing concerns is achieved 
in the Free Militia is to organize all elements into “cells”. 


Principles Justifying the Arming and Organizing of a Militia, 1994, The

The political context for the bombing of the Alfred P. Murrah Federal 
Building in Oklahoma City, can be deciphered through a careful reading 
of key texts circulated by the Patriot movement. The bombing is a 
textbook case of what Aryan Nations leader, Louis Beam, calls “leaderless 
resistance”. 

While we are appalled and horrified by the terrifying loss of life, 168 
dead, including 19 children, it was only a matter of when, not if, the 
violent fascist underground of neo-Nazis and “patriots” would resort to 
car or truck bomb tactics as they wage war against the capitalist “New 
World Order”. 

Beam, the theoretician of leaderless resistance, is hardly a stranger 
to organized race hatred and violence. An activist in the white suprema- 
cist and neo-Nazi movements for more than a quarter of a century, he 
joined Robert Shelton’s United Klans of America (UKA) in 1968. After 
leaving the UKA in 1976, Beam joined forces with David Duke’s Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan, serving as Texas Grand Dragon. 

According to reports, Beam’s background as a combat veteransuited 
his responsibilities as a Klansman: a military specialist who instructed 
“knights” in guerilla warfare. During the mid-seventies, he organized and 
led a violent campaign against Vietnamese fishermen in Texas. He 
reportedly said at the height of these racist attacks: “Where ballots fail, 
bullets will prevail”. 

In 1981, Beam becamea roving “Ambassador-at-Large” for the Aryan 
Nations, an Idaho-based neo-Nazi organization founded by Richard 
Butler. This heavily-armed rural compound serves as the headquarters of 
the Church of Jesus Christ-Christian, a key faction of loosely-affiliated 
Christian Identity churches; the “religion” of the racist right. During the 
1980's, Aryan Nations members were central players in the terrorist 
underground group, The Order. (Michael Barkun, Religion and the Racist 
Right: The Origins of the Christian Identity Movement, 1994, The Univer- 
sity of North Carolina Press, Chapel Hill, pp. 225-242) 

Leaderless resistance, in contrast to publicly organized far-right 
networks and political parties, is a strategic orientation adopted by the 


racist right and the Patriot movement. It is a strategy and set of tactics that 
rely on autonomous action by clandestine combat cells grouped around 
ideology not leadership. 

Other reactionary social movements in the United States have also 
embraced Beam’s strategy. Toa lesser degree and on a smaller scale, anti- 
abortion factions have systematically applied leaderless resistance for 
years. The relative successes they have achieved by using terror as an 
instrumentto effect political change, has come ata price. As anti-abortion 
violence escalated, the political fall-out for the movement led to a steep 
decline in public support, even among Christian rightists. 

In other words, though terrorist praxis (temporarily) increases the 
visibility of “the cause” in the public’s mind, except for an ultra-fanatical 
“biblical remnant’, acts of extreme violence, and the toleration, ifnot tacit 
encouragement of such acts by prominent leaders, discredits the 
movement's hypocritical discourse of “saving babies”. 

With a terrorist stigma haunting the “rescue” movement, financial 
contributions and political support to anti-abortion groups plunged. This 
has resulted in numerous splits within the ranks. Many former activists 
subsequently “voted with their feet”. The “use of force” debate sharpened 
internal contradictions and intra-group factionalism, both at a leadership 
level and within the movement's support base. 

However, it should be noted that direct action cadre are not terribly 
concerned either with winning general political support or creating mass 
organizations. The contrasts between the National Right to Life Commit- 
tee and Rescue America couldn’t be more dramatic. But since the 
immediate goal of anti-abortion terror is the destruction of access, 
sharply-focused political violence is a tactic tied to a broader strategy of 
diminishing women’s reproductive options to the vanishing point. 

Despite these limitations, anti-abortion low-intensity warfare has 
been relatively successful. Why is this the case? 

Asthe pool of abortion providers continue to shrink due toescalating 
attacks, those who remain are vulnerable to increasing levels of psycho- 
logical harassment and actual violence directed at themselves or their 
families. Inevitably, such pressures have led many physicians and clinic 
workers to throw in the towel. 

Success by anti-abortion “rescue missionaries”, is reckoned here by 
the forced re-integration of women into traditional patriarchal “norms”. 
Abortion remains a “legal right”, however, women find it increasingly 
difficult to obtain. Terror in the case of anti-abortion violence is sharply- 
focused and purposeful. 

Backlash movements against women’s rights are a recurring motif 
throughout U.S. history. Electoral politics are not precluded by the 
undisciplined violence of “loose cannons” and “lone gunmen”. In fact, 
terrorist “extremism” is contrasted by mainstream media to the (staged) 
“moderation” of other factions such as Operation Rescue! Needless to say, 
inside the crucible of media politicsand sound bites, OR winsand women 
lose. 

In every sense, the Christian Right has proven itself a highly 
diversified and powerful entity, as the 1994 electoral rout of corporate 
“liberal” Democrats amply demonstrated. Despite a rising tide of racist, 
sexist and homophobic violence, “social conservatives” scored impres- 
sive victories. 

While spectacular terror attacks such as the Oklahoma City bomb- 
ing, present far-right groups with obvious problems, the dual-tier nature 
of fascist organizations have resolved this contradiction in a number of 
unique ways. For example, international and domestic fascist networks 
have long utilized above-ground organizing in combination with under- 
ground terrorist cells that physically attack political opponents and other 
visible targets. Fascist operatives have also committed terrorist atrocities 
in concert with police or intelligence agencies when such acts have 
coincided with the political agenda of dominant elites. 

Acts of fascist terror in Europe, such as the bombing of the Bologna 


train station in 1980, a savage attack which killed 85 people and wounded 
more than 200, have been used by the State to strengthen the hand of 
political repression. Indeed, atrocities committed by neo-fascists have 
been blamed on the Left. A “win-win” situation all around; the Italian Left 
was discredited, mass working class organizations to the left of the 
Communist Party were smashed. The “fundamental order of things” was 
maintained as fascists and dominantruling class elites tightened their grip 
over the population. 

Such events were hardly surprising since Italian intelligence agen- 
cies had been operating a clandestine anti-communist terror network 
since the end of the war with bourgeois factions, the CIA and the fascists. 
(For background on the connections among international fascist net- 
works and U.S./NATO allies see: Alfred E. Rowse, “Gladio: The Secret 
U.S. War to Subvert Italian Democracy”, Covert Action Quarterly, Sum- 
mer 1994, Number 49) 

The relationship berween the terrorist group, Combat 18 (C18) and 
the British National Party (BNP) is also instructive. On the one hand, the 
BNP functions like any other far-right party; it distributes propaganda, 
recruits prospective members,organizes electoral campaigns around 
sharply-focused issues such as opposition to immigration, queer rights or 
abortion. 

C18, the BNP’s loosely-affiliated terrorist front, infiltrate and attempt 
to break-up Leftist marches, compile data on vocal opponents and 
organizations, physically attack their adversaries on the streets, in their 
homes, etc. C18’s “Red Watch”, a covert spy and terror operation, is an 
integral part of their plans to smash the British left. An effective division 
of labor such as this has not been lost on U.S. fascist networks. (For 
background on Combat 18 see, Anti-Fascist Action (AFA), “A View From 
Valhalla”, Fighting Talk, London, Issue 10, January 1995, p.14; a descrip- 
tion of C18’s “Red Watch” can be found in Coalition for Human Dignity 
(CHD), “European Fascists Gear Up for Terror Campaign”, The Dignity 
Report, Portland, OR, February 15, 1994) 

The dual nature of fascist organizational methods, open organizing 
and clandestine attacks, feed off one another. Emphasis may shift from 
street battles to electoral campaigns, yet the threat of spectacular acts of 
violence shift the political spectrum far to the right. In this way, fascism’s 
regressive politics advance. 

Louis Beam’s “leaderless resistance” discourse is but one of a 
constellation of means employed by fascism to achieve political power. 
While the majority of Patriot groups opposed the Oklahoma City bomb- 
ing, the net effects of terror tend to sharpen the social/political contradic- 
tions within capitalist society while strengthening State “solutions” (.e., 
political repression) on all fronts. 

As a political method, a fascist “strategy of tension” relies on the 
psychological effects of generalized terror to magnify the localized 
results of severe loss of life. In practical terms this means that spectacular 
acts of political violence, much like a stone hurled into a pool of water, 
send shock-waves rippling from the epicenter of the attack to the furthest 
reaches of the State. One result of the Oklahoma City bombing is the 
consensus reached by ruling class factions to increase their grip over the 
populace, through massive force and the erosion of civil liberties. 

While Patriots and other far-right forces are a small proportion of the 
population, their reactionary ideology has struck a receptive cord among 
millions of Americans. The willingness by some Patriots to use to violence 
to achieve political goals, spring from the same sources as the neo-Nazi 
movement: race hatred, anti-Semitism, sexism, homophobia and the 
desire to create a (white) “Christian Republic” in the United States. 

The same can be said of the scapegoating rhetoric freely employed 
by “mainstream” politicos in both capitalist parties. This does not mean 
that the Republican Party’s “Contract With America”, is a “fascist” pro- 
gram. It does mean however, that the draconian solutions they propose 
to “streamline government’, or limit federal programs that benefit “spe- 
cial interests” (the working class and the poor), fundamentally alter the 
role of the State and civil society. Bipartisan efforts to rapidly 
privatizepublicly-financed social services have decimated government 
programs in all spheres save one - the State’s immense police, intelli- 
gence and military apparatus of repression. 

Left and progressive researchers have pointed to the danger of an 


apparent political convergence among anti-abortion extremists, armed 
racists, queer-basher’s, anti-Semites, advocates of “state citizenship” and 
“Wise Use” movement attacks on environmental activists. Though so- 
called “fringe elements” within these regressive movement's have been 
identified as potential, and actual, sources of terrorist violence, these 
warnings have largely been ignored. 

As long as the victims themselves were “marginal” in the eyes of the 
corporate media and terrorist industry “experts”, domestic right-wing 
terror could be consigned to the back pages; a quick plunge down 
Orwell’s memory hole would do the rest. 

Now that self-fulfilling Patriot prophecies of war against the “New 
World Order” have come to pass, the State will use these attacks to 
increase police surveillance and repression on a massive scale. What will 
follow, is anyone’s guess; but the Oklahoma City bombing has been 
exploited by reactionaries to increase police powers and further erode 
civil liberties in the U.S. 

The Murrah building massacre did not emerge from a political 
vacuum. Three years ago, in the aftermath of the Ruby Ridge, Idaho 
stand-off and FBI murder of family members of white supremacist, Randy 
Weaver, ahastily-convened meeting was held in Colorado. Sponsored by 
Christian Identity leader, Rev. Pete Peters, the rightist conclave sought to 
formulate a strategy against the “New World Order”. Many observers 
point to this meeting as a key factor leading to the subsequent rise of the 
militia movement. 

According to the “Special Report on the Meeting Held in Estes Park, 
Colorado October 23, 24, 25, 1992 Concerning the Killing of Vickie and 
Samuel Weaver By The United States Government”, more than 160 
leaders of the far-right came together to denounce the Ruby Ridge 
killings. Peters’ “Special Report”, published Louis Beam’s Leaderless 
Resistance text. 

Key racist and Patriot leaders who attended the summit included 
anti-Semite, Martin J. “Red” Beckman, an activist with the Fully Informed 
Jury Association (FIJA); Aryan Nations “Ambassador-At-Large”, Louis 
Beam; Aryan Nations founder, Richard Butler; Larry Pratt of Gun Owners 
of America; Christian Patriot leader, Frank Isabell; New Mexico Identity 
figure, Earl Jones; Greg Dixon, the director of the Indianapolis-based, 
American Coalition of Unregistered Churches; and Charles A. Weisman, 
a racist publisher, activist and author whose book, America: Free, White 
& Christian, is a source for much of the Patriot movement's racialist 
theories of “state citizenship”. (for background on the complex interre- 
lationship among Patriot militias, white supremacists, neo-Nazis and the 
racist Christian Identity “religion”, see: Robert Crawford, S.L. Gardner, 
Jonathan Mozzochi, R.L. Taylor, The Northwest Imperative: Document- 
ing A Decade Of Hate, 1994, Coalition For Human Dignity, Portland, 
Oregon; Northwest Coalition Against Malicious Harassment,Seattle, 
Washington) 

Other key figures involved in the rise of the militia movement who 
have been central players in the Patriot network, include retired Green 
Beret, Lt. Col. James “Bo” Gritz and retired Phoenix Police officer, Jack 
McLamb. 

In the years since the Weaver stand-off and the Estes Park meeting, 
Gritz has gone on to create what he calls “Specially Prepared Individuals 
for Key Events”, paramilitary training seminars or SPIKE teams. Gritz, 
who denies that he is a racist was the Populist Party candidate for 
President in 1992. 

The Populist Party was a political vehicle for the far-right founded by 
anti-Semitic publisher, Willis Carto, the director of the Liberty Lobby. The 
Spotlight, the Liberty Lobby’s flagship publication, regularly features 
reports on the militia movement and articles tinged with anti-Semitism 
and racism. (for background on Gritz and Carto, see: Michael Novick, 
“Front Man For Fascism”, pub. in White Lies, White Power, 1995, 
Common Courage Press, Monroe, ME and Scott McLemee, “Spotlight on 
the Liberty Lobby”, Covert Action Quarterly, Fall 1994, Number 50, 
Washington, D.C.) 

Jack McLamb is the director of an outfit called Police Against The 
New World Order. A far-rightist, McLamb is the author of Operation 
Vampire Killer 2000, a book filled with crack-pot conspiracism and 
paranoia. The avowed “mission” of McLamb’s group is to recruit police 


and military personnel to far-right organizations. McLamb calls on police 
and the military to help Patriots’ “take back America”. (For background 
on McLamb see, Patriot Games: Jack McLamb & Citizens Militias, 1994, 
Coalition for Human Dignity, Portland, OR) 

The fiery apocalypse visited on the Branch Davidians by the FBI and 
the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms in Waco, Texas on April 19, 
1993, only fueled far-right paranoia and further accelerated the rise of the 
militia movement. It is widely believed that the bombing of the Murrah 
building was a retaliatory strike by a militia cell for the destruction of the 
Branch Davidians. . 

Another significant development was the founding of the Michigan 
Militia in 1994. The key figures in the organization were Rev. Norman 
Olson, a Baptist minister, abortion foe and ex-military man, his lieuten- 
ant, Ray Southwell and “intelligence specialist”, Mark Koernke. Accord- 
ing to reports, the Michigan Militia is the largest and best organized 
faction in the country; the group claims 12,000 members. 

Koernke travels the country, appearing at “Preparedness Expos”, 
and has been a key popularizer of the militia movement. The Michigan 
Militia, however, is hardly the “mainstream” group that Olson would 
have us believe. 

When asked by reporters whether McVeigh or Terry Nichols, in- 
dicted by federal prosecutors for the bombing, had any involvement with 
the Michigan Militia, “Commander” Olson said: “Not that we know of”. 
Olson categorically denied that the Michigan Militia had anything to do 
with the Oklahoma bombing: 


We denounce the entire incident as an act of barbarity. It’stotally 
alien to everything we believe. We are totally defensive. We do not engage 
in terrorism. We do not believe in answering the tyrant brutality with 
more brutality”.

Last year however, three members of Olson’s group were arrested 
in Fowlerville, 25 miles east of Lansing, the state capital, after their car was 
found to contain “700 rounds of ammunition, loaded rifles, night-vision 
goggles and other military-type gear”. (David Willman, Richard A. 
Serrano, Ralph Frammolino, Paul Feldman and EricLichtblau, “Facing the 
Fear of an Enemy From Within”, Los Angeles Times, Saturday, April 22, 
1995, p. 1) 

While the three Michigan Militia members failed to appear for their 
arraignment, “30 to 40” uniformed militia members did show up in court. 
According to Fowlerville chief of police, Gary Krause, the militiamen 
taunted police with threats of future violence. (Willman, et. al., ibid., p. 
A18) 

Another Patriot faction with close ties to Olson, Southwell and 
Koernke, is the Militia of Montana (MOM). Taking Aim, MOM’s newslet- 
ter printed the following announcement on the significance of April 19: 


1. April 19, 1775: Lexington burned; 2. April 19, 1943: Warsaw 
burned: 3. April 19, 1992: The fed’s attempted to raid Randy Weaver, 
but bad their plans thwarted when concerned citizens arrived on the 
scene with supplies for the Weaver family totally unaware of what was 
to take place; 4. April 19, 1993: Tbe Branch Davidians burned, 5. April 
19, 1995: Richard Snell will be executed.

Richard Snell was a white supremacist and member of the terrorist 
group, The Order, executed in Arkansas on April 19. Snell had murdered 
a black police officer and a Jewish businessman a decade ago. MOM'’s 
newsletter said Snell would be executed “unless we act now!!!” While the 
article did not call for violence to free Snell, the Trochmann family are 
hardly strangers to extremist factions of the racist right. 

‘The Weaver shooting was the spark that led to the formation of the 
Militia of Montana. In September 1992, John Trochmann helped found 
the United Citizens for Justice; a support group for Randy Weaver. 


Another steering committee member was Chris Temple, a regular writer 
for the racist newspaper, Jubilee, the flagship publication of the Christian 
Identity movement published in California. (Daniel Junas, “Angry White 
Guys With Guns: The Rise of the Militias", Covert Action Quarterly, 
Washington, D.C., Spring 1995, Number 52, p. 23) 

While the Trochmann’s deny that they're white supremacists, in 
1990, MOM commander, John Trochmann was a featured speaker at an 
Aryan Nations event. Trochmann has admitted travelling to thewhite 
supremacist compound at Hayden Lake on at least four or five occasions. 
Qunas, ibid.) 

According to a press release from Aryan Nations leader, Richard 
Butler, Trochmann visited the group “quite often...for Bible study”, and 
Butler claims that Trochmann “even helped us write a set of rules for our 
code of conduct on church grounds”. 

Since this report was originally released on the Internet on April 23, 
1995, it has been learned by investigators that the chief suspect in the 
Oklahoma City bombing, Timothy McVeigh, is an individual with ideo- 
logical affinities to the neo-Nazi movement - and more than a passing 
acquaintance with it racist literature. 

McVeigh, a decorated “hero” of the imperialist slaughter in Iraq 
during the Persian Gulf War, was an itinerant gun dealer who traveled 
from state to state selling weapons - and racist literature. According to 
reports, McVeigh, using the alias, “T. Tuttle”, placed an advertisement in 
Willis Carto’s Spotlight, attempting to sell a rocket-propelled grenade 
launcher. According to Tod Ensign, the director of Citizen Soldier: 

Links between the Army and the militias became the focus of much 
unwanted attention when it was discovered that the two men charged 
with the federal office building bombing in Oklahoma City, Timothy 
McVeigh and Terry L. Nichols, had trained and served together for about 
a year with the First Infantry Division in 1988-1989. McVeigh’s service 
included combat duty as a gunner in a Bradley Fighting Vehicle in the 
Gulf, for which he was awarded a Bronze Star.

The First Infantry Division, the “Big Red One” as the unit is called, 
was responsible for some of the most grotesque atrocities committed 
during the Gulf War: burying alive thousands of Iraqi soldiers as Ameri- 
can-dominated “Coalition” forces swept through Kuwait and Iraq. 

Significantly, McVeigh sold copies of William Pierce’s racist novel, 
The Turner Diaries. Pierce, the founder and director of the neo-Nazi 
National Alliance is an ex-physics professor who cut his political teeth as 
a top aide to George Lincoln Rockwell, the “fuhrer” of the American Nazi 
Party. 

The Turner Diaries describe the opening shots of an “Aryan” upris- 
ing against the “Zionist Occupation Government” or ZOG. “The Organi- 
zation”, a combat cell fielded by the neo-Nazi terrorist underground, 
destroys the FBI headquarters in Washington, D.C. The device used was 
a fertilizer truck bomb similar to the weapon used to destroy the Murrah 
building in Oklahoma City. 

Other members of the National Alliance have included Robert 
Mathews, the leader of the terrorist group, The Order. Mathews was 
killed during a shot-out with federal authorities on Whidbey Island, 
Washington in 1984. Mathews said that Pierce’s novel was the inspiration 
that led him to found The Order. 

Before the terrorist gang was neutralized, Order cadres had robbed 
a series of armored cars, netting over $4 million. Theywere responsible 
for a series of bomb attacks, including the destruction of a synagogue in 
Idaho and the murder of Alan Berg, a Jewish talk-show host in Denver, 
Colorado. Much of the money from their crime-spree has never been 
recovered and some researchers believe the stolen cash has been used to 
finance neo-Nazi activities. 

Are these merely anecdotes or do deeper connections among armed 
far-right extremists exist? 

Germany Alert, an anti-fascist watchdog bulletin, reported that 
Ewald Althans, a top leader of the neo-Nazi movement in Germany, 
traveled to Michigan and met with Norman Olson and Ray Southwell. The 


publication also claims that militia members and North American fascists 
participated in paramilitary training in 1993, alongside their counterparts 
in Germany. Althans is currently imprisoned in Germany for denying that 
Hitler's Third Reich systematically committed genocide against Jews and 
other minorities. (see Germany Alert, Amsterdam and New York, April 
27, 1995, posted to Internet UseNet groups, <soc.culture.german> and 
<alt.conspiracy>) 

Klanwatch, a publication of the Southern Poverty Law Center, claims 
that Southwell traveled to Alabama and met with Aryan Nations repre- 
sentatives. In the aftermath of the Oklahoma City bombing, both Olson 
and Southwell resigned from the Michigan Militia, claiming the group is 
“too mainstream”. 

Before quitting, Olson told reporter Leslie Stahl, “I feel sure that you 
will find that this bombing is a federal government operation”. (60 
Minutes, April 23, 1995) This is a popular theme among militia activists. 

What then, is the operational mechanism that ties so-called “fringe” 
militia groups, to wider Patriot and neo-Nazi networks? 

For a paramilitary strategy to be successful, a mechanism must be 
found that will immunize the leadership from prosecution on the one 
hand, while allowing the cell an unlimited operational range on the other 
hand. Leaderless resistance is that strategy. According to Wisconsin's 
Free Militia, a paramilitary group with ties to anti-abortion leader, Rev. 
Matthew Trewhella, the founder of Missionaries to the Preborn, and a 
National Committee member of Howard Phillips’ United States Taxpay- 
ers Party, the cell structure is the most efficacious method for carrying out 
combat operations. 


We use the term “cell”, because a cell is the basic building block in 
any living organism. Just as all life, growth, and reproduction is based 
on living cells, all Militia “life” is centered around its cells. The identities 
of cell members are known only within the cell and by their immediate 
superior. All basic training is done within a cell. All codes, passwords, 
and telephone networks are determined and held in confidence within 
the cell. All fortified positions are determined, prepared and concealed 
by the cell. All combat orders are executed by the cell as the cell sees fit 
within tts own context. So the Free Militia IS tts cells. 


(emphasis in original, Free Militia, op. cit., p. 78) 


The cell structure of the Free Militia is diversified so as to facilitate 
specialization of function alongside tight security arrangements. A four- 
fold functional differentiation within the organization consists of: 1. 
Command, 2. Combat, 3. Support, and 4. Communique cells. To promote 
their efficiency as an urban or rural fighting team: 


Combat cells provide the patrolling and fighting capability of the 
Free Militia. Each cell consists of about eight able-bodied “minutemen” 
with its own leader, communications, rendezvous points, staging areas 
and standing orders. They execute the ordersoftheir command cellsand 
do all their own training within the combat cell itself. They are the “arms” 
of the Free Militia.

Howmighta “phantom cell” respond toa potential combat situation? 
Louis Beam writes: 


Since the entire purpose of Leaderless Resistance is to defeat state 
tyranny (at least as far as this essay is concerned) all members of 
phantom cells or individuals will tend to react to objective events in the 
same way through usual tactics of resistance. 

Organs of information distribution such as newspapers, leaflets, 
computers, etc., which are widely available to all, keep each person 
informed of events, allowing for a planned response that will take many 
variations. No one need issue an order to anyone.

Whether or not McVeigh and Nichols are connected to the Michigan 
Militia or other far-right paramilitary outfit, misses the point. Since 
contemporary paramilitary groups are equipped, through leaderless 
resistance, with a practical means of “plausible denial” that protect 
leadership cadres from prosecution, “rogue elements” may freely operate. 

Rev. Olson’s indignant denial that he or other militiamen were 
involved in the murderous bomb attack on the Murrah building, may 
indeed be accurate. Leaderless resistance provides the framework for 
immunizing paramilitary leaders from prosecution even as cell members 
forge alliances among other those “who know what to do, and how to do 
it” when the time is ripe. 

Will the fall-out from this heinous act lead to the unraveling and 
destruction of the militias and the wider Patriot movement, or will “true 
believers” react to the situation through “a planned response that will 
take many variations”? 

Even before the rubble of the Murrah building had been cleared of 
victims, Patriot and white supremacist spokespersons placed the blame 
for the bombing on the government. Eustace Mullins, an anti-Semitic 
operative with extensive ties to theneo-Nazi movement, wrote: 


Most patriotic groups chafe under the belief that they are not doing 
enough, that they are not moving fast enough. Their younger members 
are easy prey for anyone who comes in and says, “You guys are a bunch 
of pansies. Why don't you let the enemy know that you mean business? 
Direct action now - that’s the way to make them fear you”. The bombing 
of the federal building in Oklaboma City can be seen as an ongoing 
patternofactivity. But ts it more logical to draw a direct line from a small 
groupofinexperienced militiamen in Michiganto a couple ofyoungand 
rootless army veterans to the federal building in Oklaboma City -or does 
it make more sense to draw a direct line from the massacre ofthe Weaver 
Jamily at Ruby Ridge, Idaho, to the Waco Church Holocaust in Texas, 
to the New York Trade Center building which was bombed in New York 
City, to the federal office building in Oklaboma City, a line beginning 
with the Anti-Defamation League of B'Nai B'rith, leading directly to the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, and its many agents and informants 
throughout these United States?

As economic conditions in the United States continue to deteriorate, 
racist organizations which specialize in scapegoating attacks on people 
of color, women, Jews, queers and union workers will continue to recruit 
shock troops for “Aryan Revolution” and race war. 

Conspiracy-mongering is part of an on-going campaign of racist 
dehumanization by neo-Nazis; such rhetoric will continue to fuel the 
slow-simmering sectarian fires that lead to civil war. The “insider” 
theories of the far-right divert our attention from “actually existing 
capitalism” and the ruling class responsible for steadily-declining living 
standards, planned immiseration and political disempowerment of the 
North American working class. 

As triumphal and rational “market forces” march from victory to 
victory, one fact is certain: tens of thousands of “angry white guys” have 
taken it upon themselves to restore “the Crown Rights of King Jesus”, by 
any means necessary. 
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The Legacy Of Malcolm X And The 
Struggle To Defeat The Ku Klux Klan 


Editor's note: The John Brown Anti-Klan Committee, to whom this 
speech was addressed, is no longer in existence. Born in the late 
1970's out of elements of the white anti-imperialist left in the U.S. 
most closely aligned with organizations such as Students for a 
Democratic Society and the Weather Underground Organiza- 
tion, JBAKC brought a much needed anti-imperialist analysis to 
the struggle against fascism. While the following speech declares 
JBAKC to be in ascendency, the reality is that in the early 90's, 
like many other groups on the left, JBAKC was unable to 
maintain its momentum in the face of the crisis of socialism. This 
speech, however, stands the test of time, and is as relevant today 
as when first given. While the fascist movement may have new 
forms and faces, its content and objectives remain unchanged. 
As well, the oppression and exploitation of people of colour has 
only increased since this speech was given. 

Obafemi's analysis, while pointing out the inherent racism of 
the white working class, argues that the task of white anti-fascists 
is to fight against the influence of fascism and racism within this 
class. As Obafemi points out, as contradictions increase, the 
“struggle against white supremacy will take the form of strug- 
gling against U.S. imperialism directly”. In the end Obafemi 
argues, "if we are truly talking about building alliances between 
oppressed nationalities and the anti-imperialist forces within the 
white oppressor nation, than at the centre of anything we do, 
must be the attack against white supremacy."

ASpeech by Abmed Obafemi of the National Committee to Defend New 
Afrikan Freedom Fighters delivered to John Brown Anti-Klan Committee 
Teach-In, May 21, 1983 


Malcolm X And The Struggle To Free The Land 

On behalf of the National Committee to Defend New Afrikan 
Freedom Fighters, on behalf of the New Afrikan Independence Move- 
ment and on behalf of New Afrikan Freedom Fighters, members of the 
Black Liberation Army, and those who are presently incarcerated as 
Prisoners of War and those who are still struggling in the field, I greet you 
with the New Afrikan Independence Movement battle-cry: Free the Land! 

Irs an honour to be here today to represent the National Committee 
at a program dedicated to Brother Malcolm X and New Afrikan Freedom 
Fighters. I think there’s a direct relationship between Malcolm Xand New 
Afrikan Freedom Fighters. For those of us who are in the struggle today, 
Malcolm X has played an instrumental role in defining the direction that 
we take today. Malcolm X, eighteen years after his death, still leaves us 
a legacy and gives us a clear direction for liberation of Afrikan people 
colonized inside the borders of the United States of Amerikkka. 

Malcolm was a Black nationalist freedom fighter, that is what he 
called himself. Malcolm developed through a process. Malcolm was born 
on May 19, 1925. When he was born he was known as Malcolm Little; then 
he became Detroit Red, then he became Malcolm X and finally El-Hajj 
Malik Shabazz. What these names represent in Malcolm’s life are changes 
that he made, a process that Malcolm went through. 

The Black Liberation Movement, the struggle of Afrikan people in 
this country for 400 years, has gone through many, many changes, but 
fundamental to all of those changes was the question of land and 
independence and self-determination. 

There is afoot a well organized plan to distort who Malcolm was. 
Many of you have read a lot of things about Malcolm, many of you have 
seen a lot of films about Malcolm or books like “By Any Means Necessary” 
and “Malcolm Speaks”. You get a distorted view of who Malcolm actually 
was. A number of organizations are going around saying that if Malcolm 
was alive today he’d be an integrationist. You have a number of 


organizations and people going around saying that if Malcolm was alive 
today he would be trying to organize a multinational party to overthrow 
theU.S. ruling class and bring in socialism. This is very important because 
the same way that people have distorted what Malcolm is about, they 
attempt to distort what the movement is about today. The same way that 
people distort who Malcolm was and what his philosophy was and what 
his direction was, today that can only exist tied to self-determination of 
the New Afrikan nation. 

I want to read something that Malcolm said after one of his trips to 
Africa in 1964. He was talking about Black people in this country and he 
said: 

“We must havea permanent solution, a temporary solution won'tdo, 
20,000,000 ex-slaves must be permanently separated from our former 
slave-master and placed on some land that we can call our own and then 
we can create our own jobs, then we can control our own economy, then 
we can solve our own problems instead of waiting for the American 
white man to solve our problems for us. On our own land we can set up 
farms, on our own land we can set up factories, on our own land we can 
set up businesses, we can establish our own government and become an 
independent nation and once we become separated from the jurisdiction 
of this white nation, we can then enter into trade and commerce for 
ourselves with other independent nations. This is the only solution, we 
must have an independent nation.” 

This is what Malcolm said in 1964 and I definitely believe that 
Malcolm would have made great changes, that Malcolm’s view would 
have gotten broader, his worldview would have gotten more consoli- 
dated, his attack on U.S. imperialism would have become more directed. 
Definitely Malcolm would have made changes, the same changes that 
you and I have made over the last 5, 10, 15 and 20 years. 

One ofthe things that Malcolm understood after he came from Africa 
was that his view could not be as narrow as his view had been when he 
was in the Nation of Islam - that he had to have an international 
perspective. So when Malcolm came back from Africa, Malcolm talked 
about the situation he saw in Mecca and he hada different perspective on 
the relationship of white people in this country to the colonized Afrikan 
nation. But if we really want to understand what Malcolm was about, we 
should think about what happened in 1968 at the founding convention 
of the Provisional Government of the Republic of New Afrika, three years 
after Malcolm’s death. One of the people represented at this conference 
was his wife, Sister Betty Shabazz, who, after 1965, attempted to repre- 
sent the thoughts and the philosophy and the direction of her deceased 
husband. At the founding convention of the Provisional Government of 
the Republic of New Afrika she was elected the First Vice-President of the 
Provisional Government of the Republic of New Afrika. For us that it 
makes it very clear that Malcolm was, athis death, what he said a number 
of years before then, that he was a Black Nationalist Freedom Fighter. 
And that he was about struggling for land, independence and a sovereign 
nation. 

This is the legacy that Malcolm has left us. All over the country this 
week there were no doubt numerous programs honouring and com- 
memorating Malcolm. Not commemorating his birth, or his death, but in 
fact, commemorating his life, an exemplary life, a life that showed total 
commitment to the liberation of his people; that was uncompromising in 
the struggle for the liberation of his people. 

Malcolm left a legacy which has been taken up by a number of 
people. One of those people who have taken up that legacy is a New 
Afrikan Freedom Fighter by the name of Sister Assata Shakur. We all 
remember November 2, 1979. (Editors note: Assata Shakur was liberated 
from Clinton prison by forces of the Black Liberation Army on this date.) 
In fact, 1979 was a pretty good year for us - not only was Assata liberated, 
but also William Morales (Puerto Rican Freedom Fighter) was liberated. 


It could have been a muchbetter year but somehow we missed Leonard 
Peltier (Native American Freedom Fighter), but I think that in the near 
future, that situation will change. Assata sent a message to the Human 
Rights Coalition for the November 5th Black Solidarity Day demonstra- 
tion (at the U.N.), talking about her dream and the different dreams that 
people had. She was talking about the fact that Garvey had a dream, and 
his dream was to go back to Africa. And she talked about Martin Luther 
King’s dream and his dream was to see young Black and white boys and 
girls walking hand in hand in a changed amerikkka. And then she said 
that Malcolm had a dream, and his dream was land and nationhood, and 
she said that has become my dream. 

Not only was that legacy taken up by Assata Shakur, but also just 
recently by Sekou Odinga, a New Afrikan Prisoner of War who is 
presently involved in a trial in New York where the U.S. government is 
attempting to criminalize the New Afrikan Independence Movement - 
the RICO (Racketeering Influence and Corrupt Organizations law) con- 
spiracy case - the federal Brinks case entitled the U.s. Government vs. 
Sekou Odinga, et al. Sekou Odinga stated in his opening statement to the 
jury, to the court and in fact to the world, because the news got outside 
the borders of this country, that he was not a criminal, that he was a 
Freedom Fighter, that he was a citizen not of amerikkka, but of the 
Republic of New Afrika and he was struggling for the liberation of the 
colonized New Afrikan nation. 

There are a number of Freedom Fighters who have taken up this 
legacy of Malcolm. There are a number of New Afrikans who understand 
thatthe solution to our problem of 400 years of oppression and attempted 
genocide is the liberation of our nation on independent land. When we 
talk about land, we talk about the land in the Black Belt South, these five 
states that we claim as our national territory (Alabama, Georgia Missis- 
sippi, Lousiana, and South Carolina). When we talk about the fact that we 
had lived there for a long time, we had built upon this land, worked upon 
this land and struggled on this land - this land is the national territory of 
the New Afrikan Nation 


The Ku Klux Klan - “Birth of A Nation” 

Well, if that’s the national territory of the Republic of New Afrika, 
how come so many New Afrikans are outside of the national territory? 
They would probably have asked the same question of the Zimbabwe- 
ans: how come so many Zimbabweans were outside of their national 
territory? What we have here is a situation where New Afrikan people 
who are outside of our national territory are in fact refugees who have 
been run off the land. Well, how did we get run off the land? Let's just talk 
briefly about the situation after the Civil War. 

After the Civil War where we were told by the Union, that if we 
participated in the defeat of the Confederacy, they would give us each 40 
acres and a mule. After the war was over they reneged on that promise. 
What they went on to do was to make us citizens of amerikkka and tell 
us we had the right to vote, but while they were doing this, and while 
many of our peopiehad hopes that we would be able to integrate into this 
society, there was a conspiracy beingdeveloped. 

There wasa conspiracy being developed between the Union and the 
Confederacy. We all remember that Abraham Lincoln said he wouldn't 
want to free the slaves if it wasn’t necessary. He didn’t free us because he 
thought it was righteous, because he thought it was something humane 
to do; he was trying to hold together the Union, he was trying to hold 
together the white oppressor nation. And what the Union did during this 
period, in one of the greatest conspiracies in the history of this country, 
was to sit down with a man named Bedford Forrest, who had been a 
Confederate general. In fact, while he was a General, and before he was 
a General, he was a major slave owner in the South. They sat down and 
they hatched this conspiracy; which went like this. 

“Listen, African people are a large majority in a number of these 
places and if we allow them the right to vote, then they're going tobe able 
to take control over a lot of these areas, particularly Mississippi and South 
Carolina. Well ,we are going tohave to give the illusion of democracy, we 
are going to have to make it look to them and to the world that we are 
allowing them to integrate into the society, but what we are really going 
to do is create a clandestine organization called the Ku Klux Klan. And 


what this Ku Klux Klan will do is terrorize Black people so that they will 
be scared to participate in any kind of democratic activities. It will 
terrorize Black people so that it will run them off the land, make them 
leave the South and goto the North. And in this conspiracy, the North will 
open itself up and say that there are many opportunities for the ex-slaves 
in the South to come North. And those that we cannot terrorize and run 
off the land, we will, in fact, lynch and castrate and murder.” 

And that is how the Klan developed back in 1866. Fundamentally, 
it was an organization to terrorize us and keep us in our place. The Klan 
exists today, but just like Malcolm, just like the New AFrikan Indepen- 
dence Movement, just like those of us who sit here today who have gone 
through a particular kind of process to reach the point we are at today, 
so the Klan has gone through a process. 


The Klan Today 

The Klan exists today but it is no longer simply a terrorist organiza- 
tion. It is not just simply a bunch of wild-eyed white supremacist lunatics. 
The Klan today is a well-organized sophisticated and fundamentally 
fascist organization. What do we mean by that? Well, lets look at the state 
of affairs in this country. It is clear that this country is moving to the right, 
moving more and more toward fascism. Fascism does have a number of 
characteristics and we can say for the most part that all of the character- 
istics of fascism do not exist at this particular period in the society. But 
what we have to understand in the development of things, the tendencies 
that we see in things. Why do we say that the Klan is fundamentally fascist 
today? Well, firstly, one of the characteristics of fascism is that it has a 
paramilitary character. Have we looked at the Klan lately? Have we seen 
the newspaper articles? In Texas we know that they were down there 
learning howto detonate bombs and all types of training. When we look 


When we say “Death to the Klan” it is not that we 
mean they should simply go away. We are sincerely, 
honestly saying “Death to the Klan”. The Klan has no 
right to exist, it has no first amendment right. It is 
ridiculous for anyone to say that the Klan has a right 
to demonstrate, that it has a right to free speech. 
There must be a struggle waged against the Klan, and 
we can be very clear that the Klan will die. 


at their uniforms today, they're paramilitary uniforms, fatigues, they're 
not sheets any longer. When we look at their training camps, they have 
sophisticated weapons, well-organized training. And who's training 
them? Ex-Marines, no doubt CIA agents, FBI agents; and not only them 
men and women are training, they're even turning their youth into 
paramilitary formations. 

Butit isnot only the Klan that is doing that, we also see the Survivalist 
Movementand we have to ask: is there a difference between the Klan and 
the Survivalist Movement? Those of you who have been to anti-klan 
demonstrations, clearly see that there is a relationship between the cops 
and the Klan. In fact, if we were to scrutinize the police stations around 
this country, it would not be hard to understand the slogan “Blue By Day, 
and White By Night.” The Klan today is fundamentally fascist because the 
Klan is also developing concrete unity with the Nazis. We know the 
situation that happened in North Carolina in 1979 - which happened 
about a day after Assata was liberated - where they killed five members 
of the Communist Workers Party who were on an anti-Klan demonstra- 
tion. That was a coalition of Nazis and Klan. The Klan is fundamentally 
fascist because a characteristic of fascism is aggressive nationalism. 

It is clear that the question of nationalism, white nationalism, is 
heightening under the guise of patriotism. That is one of the things that 
Reagan is doing and it is done in many subtle ways. Another way it’s done 
is when they say it’s “unamerican” to buy anything that’s not made in 
amerikkka. And then there’s the question of organizing people in this 
country to help this government protect the world from terrorism and 
from communism. All of these things represent aspects of aggressive 
nationalism. 

Then there’s heightened indoctrination and the mobilization of the 
masses. I know that everyone in the John Brown Anti-Klan Committee 


knows that, because that’s the work that you've been involved in very 
concretely in the last year. 

The Klan has had a number of demonstrations. What are the 
purposes of these Klan demonstrations? What is the purpose of them 
leafleting in the streets of Miami after the rebellion, after Black people 
took to the streets to deal with colonial violence in Miami, Florida? What 
is the purpose of them going into Hartford, Connecticut, to leaflet. What 
is the purpose of them getting prime time on the tv., radio and large 
coverage in the newspapers? It is to enforce their indoctrination upon the 
masses of white people. It is to say that amerikkka is in the condition that 
itis in today primarily because of Black and Third World people - and that 
if it were not for Blacks and Third World people, the situation in this 
country would not be like this. Crime is blamed on Third World people. 
All of the bad conditions that exist in this society today are blamed on 
_ Black and Third World people. It is around this that the Klan attempts to 
mobilize people, and that is why we see them week after week calling 
for demonstrations. In fact, I was talking to a comrade from Austin today 
and she was telling me that in Houston they're going back to the streets. 
They want to call another demonstration because they didn't accomplish 
what they weresupposed to accomplish; in fact they are saying that they 
were denied their first amendment rights, their right to free speech. 

The Klan today exists not only to terrorize us and run us off the land, 
but in fact to commit genocide. And that, comrades and friends, is why 
the slogan “Death to the Klan” means so much. When we say “Death to 
the Klan” it is not that we mean they should simply go away. We are 
sincerely, honestly saying “Death to the Klan”. The Klan has no right to 
exist, ithas nofirst amendment right. It is ridiculous for anyone to say that 
the Klan has aright to demonstrate, that ithas a right to free speech. There 
must be a struggle waged against the Klan, and we can be very clear that 
the Klan will die. It will be defeated, and the more that it continues to 
organize, demonstrate, the more a movement against the Klan will be 
built. 

What is the material basis for the Klan? Why does the Klan exist? It 
should be clear that their existence is based upon the oppression of Black 
people. Their existence is based upon the continued subjugation of the 
New Afrikan Nation. If you look at history, at every point when the New 
Afrikan Nation, when the New Afrikan Independence Movement begins 
to heighten, when Black people begin to organize themselves, to put 
forward the struggle for self-determination, for land and independence 
-you can see the Klan raise its ugly head. Just as people attempt to distort 
Malcolm X and his life and what he was about, there are people who are 
attempting to distort this movement and what it should be about. Any 
anti-Klan movement must have as its most fundamental principle the 
right of self-determination of the New Afrikan Nation. I repeat, musthave 
as its fundamental principle the right of self-determination of the New 
Afrikan Nation. 

Let us look at the anti-Klan movement in this country right now. 

There have been a number of anti-Klan organizations and when we 
look we see that some are descending and some are on the ascendance. 
Some people came out with the position that the way we're going to deal 
with the Klan is we're going to watch them. Oh yes, we're going to watch 
them. We're going to make sure that they don’t have no more than 50 
training camps that we know about. We're going to make sure that if they 
get anymore sophisticated weapons from the U.S. government, we'll be 
able to write itin our newsletter and let people know that they have them. 
We're going to watch them so that we can tell you everywhere that they're 
going to demonstrate. Well, that kind of organization is on the decline. 

There are other anti-Klan organizations that said well, the Klan is not 
only attacking Black people, it’s not only attacking the New Afrikan 
Nation, it’s attacking white workers, it’s attacking Jewish people, it’s 
attacking everybody and so we just want to get rid of the Klan. And in 
them attempting to get rid of the Klan, which is a white supremacist 
organization, they weren’teven dealing with their own white supremacy, 
their own racism. They did not fundamentally understand that the only 
way that the Klan will be defeated, because its material base is the 
oppression and colonization of the New Afrikan Nation - that the only 
way we can truly bring “Death to the Klan” is to liberate the New Afrikan 
nation. 


And so we say here that if it’s fundamentally fascist, if it's fundamen- 
tallya part of that which colonized and oppresses the New Afrikan nation, 
then the Ku Klux Klan is fundamentally a part of U.S. imperialism. This 
is what we must understand. Because if we do not understand this, then 
we will not know what kind of struggle we must wage. We will not 
understand what kind of anti-Klan, anti-white supremacy organization 
we must build. 


The White Working Class And The Anti-Klan Movement 

Why is there no unity between the white workers, the proletariat of 
the oppressor nation, and oppressed nationalities within these borders? 
What prevents unity? What prevents the kind of unity that is going to be 
necessary to destroy U.S. imperialism? Fundamentally it is because the 
white left is racist. The white left for the most part is supremacist; they 
have not dealt with their own struggle torid themselves of racism. At each 
period in history when Black people have attempted to unite around 
some fundamental objectives with white people, white people sold us 
out. They sold us out. And today they wonder why Black people don’t 
see the white workers as their objective allies. This is important because 


We have to first off understand that the anti-Klan 
movement cannot be some moralistic movement.

Because one of the things that 
we have to understand, comrades and friends, is 
that all of us here are oppressed by U.S. imperialism. 


if we are talking about defeating U.S. imperialism, liberating the colo- 
nized nations within the borders, if we are truly talking about building 
alliances between oppressed nationalities and the anti-imperialist forces 
within the white oppressor nation, then at the centre of anything we do, 
must be the attack against white supremacy. 

This is not only a bourgeois nation, this is a white supremacist 
bourgeois nation isn’t it? That is where our struggle must take us, and that 
is why the John Brown Anti-Klan Committee is so important in this 
period. When we spoke of those who are going out of existence and 
those on the ascendancy, the John Brown Anti-Klan Committee is on the 
ascendancy. The John Brown Anti-Klan Committee has the potential to 
be the organization to lead the mass anti-white supremacist movement. 
And how is it that we do that? 

We have to talk about organization, and we have to talk about the 
character of an organization, and I think that it’s important that we 
understand some fundamental things. We have to first off understand that 
the anti-Klan movement cannot be some moralistic movement. In other 
words, a movement that says: “We've got to fight the Klan because 
they're racist and because they attack Black people”, is not sufficient. 
That cannot be the reason that you want to be a part of this movement, 
that cannot be the basis on which we build the movement. Because one 
of the things that we have to understand, comrades and friends, is that all 
ofushere are oppressed by U.S. imperialism. And sojust fighting the Klan 
and hoping that they will go away is not going to resolve the contradic- 
tion of imperialism. So when we talk about an organization that is going 
to bring death to the Klan, then we're talking about an anti-imperialist 
organization, we're talking about an understanding that as we move and 
struggle against white supremacy that we are in fact moving and 
struggling against U.S. imperialism. U.S. imperialism’s destruction comes 
about in many ways. Part of the struggle that the John Brown Anti-Klan 
Committee must wage isa struggle to organize the white working class, 
yes, to organize the white working class. Not simply around “Death to the 
Klan,” not simply around preventing the Klan from marching or demon- 
strating. Fundamentally, we understand that when the contradiction 
heightens, what we are going to see is the complete merger of the Klan 
and the state. You will not be able to tell the Klan from the state, because 


they will in fact be the state. And so ultimately what happens is that our 
struggle against white supremacy will take the form of struggling against 
U.S. imperialism directly. 


Anti-Imperialism - Death To The Klan 

And what kind of character must we have to deal with that? Many of 
us here perhaps consider ourselves to be Marxist-Leninists, many of us 
here are struggling to be communists, many of us here struggle, study and 
are going through a process to prepare ourselves for ultimately what we 
understand will be a revolutionary war in this country. John Brown, as a 
mass anti-Klan committee or anti-white supremacist formation, must 
seriously begin to view themselves in a process of development. It must 
view itself in that process because in the next year or two, or three or four, 
the conditions are going to change and you must be prepared to meet 
those changing conditions. The demonstrations that we are involved in 
are becoming more confrontational, and what that means is that we must 
as an organization be prepared to defend ourselves, because clearly this 
isnota non-violentmovementhere. Clearly, we're not going to defeat the 
Klan by letting them whip us, and allowing the police to water hose us 
and put the dogs on us, that’s not going what is going to happen. Malcolm 
said just before he died that we were in an era of revolution and if we 
understand that we are in an era of revolution, then it must be clear that

if we are building any kind of organizations, ultimately they must be 
fighting organizations. And so that is something that we must do, we must 
begin to prepare ourselves. 

The anti-Klan movement must have an understanding of the state, 
an understanding of imperialism, because most of us come into this 
movement from an emotional perspective. We know that the Klan is 
rotten to the core and we know that we need to deal with them, we've 
got to struggle with them, but oftentimes a lot of us who come in to fight 
against the Klan aren'tclear that we have to fight against imperialism. And 
So it is incumbent on the leadership in John Brown to make it clear that 
the Klan’s and the state’s strategies are one. And in making that clear, we 
must give people an understanding of the character and the infrastruc- 
tures of the U.S. imperialist state. We must begin to study. We must 
understand the role that white workers play in the struggle against U.S. 
imperialism and in the defeat of U.S. imperialism. In struggling to 
improve John Brown, we will see a transformation in John Brown; that 
can give leadership to a mass anti-imperialist movement in this country. 

This is what is upon the shoulders of John Brown. I am very 
confident that it can be done. I am confident because I have watched John 
Brown grow for the last five years and I have seem development under 
some very intense situations. From October 20,1981 (the attempted 
Brinks expropriation), until today, John Brown has gone through some 
tremendous development, under extreme pressure from the state. 
People’s lives have been threatened, automobiles sabo- 
taged in an attempt to murder people. Yet John 
Brown has grown, it has developed, it is becom- 
ing stronger. It is playing an instrumental role in 
the struggle with other organizations to look 
clearly at the question of what is happening in 
this country, and it is putting forward every- ` 
where that the destruction of U.S. imperialism is 
tied fundamentally to the liberation of the Re- 
public of New Afrika and the other oppressed 
nation within U.S. borders. i 

These street confrontations with the Klan 
and the cops have shown that people can be 
mobilized. Austin, Houston, Kalamzazoo, Con- 
necticut, Washington, D.C. show us that the 
masses of people will be organized. And I think 


that one of the things that we have to understand is that we hope that the 
Klan continues to march and demonstrate. Because we believe that the 
Klan deserves some things - oh yeah, they do, they do. It is the fact that 
when the Klan gets out in the streets, that is pushing the movement 
forward. It is the fact that the Klan says that it sees as its primary enemy 
as the New Afrikan Independence Movement, the Republic of New 
Afrika, the May 19th Communist Organization, the Moviemento de 
Liberacion Nacional, the John Brown Anti-Klan Committee. When it 
begins to tell us that, when it begins to make clear what is its relationship 
to the state; it begins to point out again that the conspiracy started in 1866 
between the Union and the Klan still exists and that this is who should be 
on trial for conspiracy, not the New Afrikan Freedom Fighters and thei 
allies. And they will be put on trial. The masses of people will put them 
on trial, and we will find them guilty because they are guilty: we will not 
frame them, we will allow history to speak for itself. We will give ther 
just what they deserve and believe me, they deserve it. 

“Death to the Klan” will become a reality, and when death to the Klan 
comes, we will see the independence of the New Afrikan nation and we 
will see the destruction of U.S. imperialism. Then, comrades and friends, 
what we then will be able to do is what we all struggle for, that is, to put 
all our efforts, energies, resources, talents and creativity into developing 
the kind of world that Malcolm wanted to see - the kind of world that 
Martin Luther King wanted to see. I’m not sure we'll be walking hand in 
hand through the valleys of Mississippi, but I can tell you that there will 
be the kind of relationship between white people, and Puerto Rican 
people and Chicano/Mexicano people and Native Americans and New 
Afrikans that we all desire because what we will be doing is struggling for 
a new and better world. 

I want to close by saying that it is imperative at this time that we 
understand that we must heighten our struggle. We must intensify our 
commitment, our training, our studying, because the U.S. imperialist 
state is not playing. They are not playing. I raise that up because you 
know, we have to clearly understand who the state is and what they are 
about. We have to understand that U.S. imperialism is in decline; we have 
to understand that they are losing all around the world. And that they 
wantto survive and they will attemptto take all of us out for their survival. 
Now instruggle a lot of people die, needlessly, but it is because people 
die that we struggle and we struggle so that they may live a better life. 

We are in a very serious period. Our work must heighten, we must 
struggle vigorously against liberalism, we must struggle vigorously 
against opportunism. In the New Afrikan Independence Movement, we 
have been struggling to unite with forces in our movement because we 
think that the question of building a broad united front is how we must 
go, and oftimes in trying to do that we get ripped off. Our movement gets 
misdirected, misleaders crop up and take the movement off in the wrong 
direction. I’m saying that you must stick to the principles thatJohn Brown 
has, you must stick to them diligently and in doing so, believe me, we will 
win and we will soon win a new and better world. Thank you. Free the 
Land! ;
